Pekln. Jan. 4.— Following the dis- 
missal from office of Yuan Shi Kai, 
grand councillor and commander- in - 
chief of the forces and the appoint- 
ment of Na Tung as grand councillor, 
an edict was Issued appointing .Liang 
Tun Yen, customs taotal, to the posi- 
tion thus made vacant on the foreign 
board. 

The British and American ministers 
agree that the dismissal of Yuan Shi 
Kai should not pass unnoticed. The 
American, British, German and Japan- 
ese ministers met again at the Amer- 
ican legation this morning, Sir John 
Jordan, the British minister, Joining 
with Mr. Rockhill, the American min- 
ister, in submitting an outline of rep- 
resentations which should be made to 
the foreign oillce. 

The ministers disagree on the ques- 
tion as to whether the welfare of for- 
eign interests is technically involved 
by the regent's recent action, but they 
agree that peace Is endangered. The 
representatives of Great Britain, the 
United States and Germany view the 
regent's action as tantamount to an af- 
front to the powers on account of Yuan 
Shi Kai's position abroad, he being 
recognized as tile medium of fair and 
equitable treatment toward the na- 
tions. 

The dissenting ministers believe 
that unless other serious events occur 
interference would not be Justified. 
Japan concurs in the opinion that the 
dismissal is certain to result in in- 
ternational Injury, but that represen- 
tations to China would be difficult; 
There is a marked lack of unanimity 
among the diplomats. 

The court's action a fortnight ago 
in Increasing the palaco troops and 
forbidding the entrance to the palace, 
even of the highest officials without 
passes, was taken as an indication at 
that time of the alarm in court 
circles, and it is now believed there 
was fear also of an anti-dvnnstlc plot. 

Today the government intimated its 
intention of making public the Im- 
peachment giving details of Yuan Shi 
Kai's alleged intrigue upon which his 
dismissal was based. According to re- 
liable information the Impeachment is 
framed on eherges against Yuan Shi 
Kai in connection with the coup d'etat 
of 1S!)S, when the regency of the 
dowager empress was restored and 
a reactionary policy Inagurated. The 
flight of Kang Yu AVai, the reformer, 
occurred at this time. The last min- 
ister who saw Yuan Shi Kai at the 
foreign board on December 28, states 
that he was at that time .suffering 
from no malady, but the reason given 
for his dismissal yesterday was that 
he is afflicted with rheumatism. The 
foreign ministers agree that Yuan Shi 
Kai's restoration is impossible and 
that the action of the government in 
eliminating him cannot be recalled. 

Liang Tun Yen's appointment this 
afternoon only serves to Increase the 
pessimism. Yuan Shi Kai exercised an 
authority with the viceroys and gov- 
ernors, which Is his alone and which 
the foreign board, no matter what its 
composition, cannot now retain. 

Yuan Shi Kai must leave Pekln 
within four or five days. Consterna- 
tion among the Chinese surpasses that 
felt by the foreign residents. Many 
of the supporters of the former vice- 
roy are panic stricken. 

There Is the keenest Interest as to 
the fate of Prince .Tang Shan Yis 
mission to the United States in which 
the source of Ills authority has now 
been relieved.

Ormstown, Que., Jan. 4.— The de- 
claration made here by Henri N. 
Bourassa, M.P.P., to the effect that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier had offered to ol- 
low that gentleman, together with Ar- 
maiid Lavergne, M.P.P. for Mont- 
magny, and Mr. Laflamme, advocate, 
of Montreal, to be returned by accla- 
mation at the last federal election, was 
perhaps the most Important incident 
I of the campaign, and one that will 
| cause a great deal of Interest all over 
! the country. 

Mr. Bourassa spoke for 20 minutes 
and more to a very appreciative meet- 
ing. The member for St. James and 
St. Hyacinthe was particularly severe 
In referring to Sir Lomer Gouin and 
the Hon. Mr. Turgeon. He declared 
I that Mr. Turgeoc was afraid to meet 
i him on the public platform, the speak- 
j er predicting that the minister would 
I be occupying another sphere before 
the meeting of the legislature, thus 
escaping the duty of meeting charges 
Which would be made against him. 

Mr. Bourassa proceeded to attack 
tho administration of the several de- 
partments, and while he admitted 
that there was a surplus lie declared 
that this surplus was made up by the 
sale of crown lands and paid for by 
promissory notes as In the case of 
John Breaky and many others who 
had figured in similar transactions. He 
| said that the government's educatlon- 
| al policy was not a progressive one, 
and he especially questioned the wis- 
dom of concentrating the technical 
' schools in tho cities, thus putting tho 
! farmers to the expense of sending their 
I children there for a higher education. 
Mr. Bourassa was in favor of an 
export duty on pulp and lumber so 
as to build tip here a paper and pulp 
Industry. The speaker defended him- 
self against criticisms of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and others who had stated that 
he had abandoned the Liberal party. 

Why, he asked, If he were not a 
good Liberal, had Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
offered to allow him to be returned 
at the last Dominion election by ac- 
clamation as well as his friends, Ar- 
mand Lavergne and Mr. Laflamme. 

Mr. Bourassa also announced that 
he had secured in Belgium some very 
compromising documents in connec- 
tion with the Lake Abitlbi land deal 
and at the opening of the legislature 
he would make charges and demand 
an Investigation. He believed that 
ministers at Quebec were perfectly 
cognizant of the $70,000 rake-off which 
was intended for the Liberal campaign 
fund. 



VANCOUVER FIRE 

Grain Elevator Burned on Sunday 
Night, Causing Loss Estim- 
ated at $75,000 



Vancouver, Jan. 4. — The second largo 
fire in two days took place last night, 
when the elevator of the Vancouver 
Grain and Milling company wns 
burned. The fire took place during 
a heavy gale. Loss about $75,000, 
There was much difficulty in saving 
the plant of the Imperial Oil company 
and a number of other buildings In 
the neighborhood, including some saw- 
mills. Fortunately the high wind was 
blowing in the safest direction, and 
the firemen were able to confine tho 
flames to the elevator. 

New Governor of Idaho 

Boise, Idaho, Jan. 4. — J. H. Brady 
was Inaugurated governor of Idaho to- 
day, following which the tenth legis- 
lature was convened, Governor Brady 
announced that his message would be 
delivered tomorrow morning. 



In order that they may discuss with 
the provincial government the plan 
evolved by Mr. Joseph Tasse for the 
beautillcation o£ Victoria and it 3 
environs, a number of prominent local 
gentlemen have asked tho premier 
and his associates to meet them in 
tho near future. Among the gentle- 
men who have become .interested In the 
scheme of Mr. Tasse are Col. 10. G. 
Prior, Colonel F. B. Gregory, H. B. 
Thomson. M.P.P., H. G. Wilson, F. A. 
Pauline and D. R. Ker. 

Mr. Tasse proposes that a general 
plan bo first prepared by competent 
authorities He believes, as In the ease 
of tho federal capital as well as in the. 
ease of Washington and tho capitals of 
many of the states, the government 
should bear a portion at least of tho 
expense. The memorial to tho gov- 
ernment outlining the plan Is as fol- 
lows: 

Victoria, the Beautiful 

"Although Victoria has unquestion- 
ably a bright future before it, from a 
commercial point of view, Its great- 
est asset capable of immediate and 
profitable development is Its gift from 
nature, Its exceptional climate and 
magnificent situation — in these re- 
spects it has no rival among the cap- 
itals of Europe. So long as it re- 
mained a village, It was Justly en- 
titled to be called "Victoria the beau- 
tiful," but In its present day condition 
It may bo more truly called "Victoria, 
the untidy," and in order to see tho 
beauties, one must keep ones head up 
and eyes fixed fur above tho level of 
tho streets. 

"No one In particular can be blamed 
for this. As a city we have simply 
failed to recognize that we have out- 
grown the municipal system of years 
ago. - 

"Twenty-five years ago, Vancouver 
was practically a forest, and Seattle 
a saw mill town Today both are 
thriving cities, humming with industry, 
and possessing municipal improve- 
ments far superior to ours. While wo 
probably can never again be a rival of 
theirs, In industrial growth, we can 
by a proper awakening of civic pride 
and public spirit far surpass them In 
many ways, and make Victoria the 
most beautiful and desirable place to 
live in on the continent of North 
America. 

What is Needed 

"We want a clean, healthy, dustless 
and mudless city. We must have an 
abundant supply of good water, de- 
livered to the consumer at a cost that 
will encourage its use. We must have 
a perfect system of sewerage; streets 
well paved and lighted, with perman- 
ent sidewalks, boulevards and shade 
and ornamental trees in all residen- 
tial districts; and we can have all 
this, if we will only wake up and say 
we will. We can have more, we can 
have parks and breathing spaces In 
every section of tho city. 

"With theso Improvements, and our 
natural advantages of climate and 
scenery, we would attract to Victoria, 
as permanent residents, thousands of 
wealthy people, particularly from the 
northwest provinces, who are weary of 
struggling against tho heat of sum- 
mer and cold of winter. 

Ono family of this class would ex- 
pend on an average not less than 
$10,000 in buying land and building 
and furnishing a home which would be 
a permanent addition to our capita] 
wealth and ever after subject to taxa- 
tion — and ono thousand families on the 
same basis would mean a capital in- 
vestment of $10,000,000. 

The Gain Therefrom 

Bach of these families would expend 
annually for ordinary living expenses 
an average of $5,000, which means that 
one thousand families would spend and 
put in circulation annually $5,000,000, 
the benefit of which would be reaped 
by the mechanic and laborer, as well 
as all other classes. It would only be 
a few years before this would be mul- 
tiplied by ten, and we would have a 
capital expenditure or $100,000,000, all 
new wealth, and an annual expendi- 
ture of $50,000,000 from these people 
alone. 

The C. P. R. lias expended over 
$1,000,000 In building the Empress hotel 
— -this showing that the men of genius 
who control thin vast corporation have 
faith In the future of Victoria. Why 
should we not follow their example? 

What shall we do? Follow in a 
modest way the example of Napoleon 
III, who in tho middle of the last 
century, appointed Baron George 
Eugene Haussman to prepare a plan 
for the beautlficatlon of Paris, a plan 
to lie worked out not In one, two or 
three years, but a complete plan, which 
is still being followed. 

This plan should be prepared by 
the best landscape .architect obtain- 
able — It should Indicate tho order In 
which tho work should bo done, and 
divided Into periods of say ten years. 
Tho municipality should include cer- 
tain portions of work in the general 
system, but matters lying outside of 
geenral municipal work should be con- 
trolled by a commisselon. 

Aid From Government 

Every national capita! and many of 
the state capitals In the United States 
receive large grants of money from 
their respective government;! which is 
expended solely for the beautlficatlon 
of tho city, and there seems to be no 
reasonable objection to the government 
of British Columbia, if not. assuming, 
at least contributing to a work of this 
kind in Victoria. 

It Is therefore suggested that tho 
government should as a start: 

1. Have prepared and jiay for tho 
general plan; 

2. Subscribe $2,000,000 or guaranteo 



an issue of $2,000,000 city debentures, 
repayable in forty years, and pay the 
annual interest on the debentures, 

3. That a commission be appointed to 
carry out the work; and that such 
commission consist of three members, 
two to be named by the government 
and ono by the city. 

The general plan should include: 
Improvement of all parks In and 
around the city, and connecting them 
by a general driveway. 
"The clearing of the Gorge. 

The improvement and extension of 
the ocean drive on tho Dallas road.

Royal City Fire Halls. 

New Westminster, Jan. 4. — Tho two 
new fireballs recently erected In this 
city will be in use in a few days, and 
tlio city will then have a system of 
fire protection which it is believed Is 
unequaled in any city of the size In 
Canada. Tho most important of the 
new halls is No. 3, and is situated at 
the corner of Fourth avenue and First 
street, will have the full brigade in- 
stalled tomorrow, wdion four firemen 
will take charge of the hall under Cap- 
tain Roy Young, and the handsomo 
team of dappled grays from No. 2 
will be placed in the hall to draw 
tho hosewagon.

OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 



Will Be Provided For By Stat- 
ute at Next Session of the 
Legislature 



On the ISth of January a deputation 
of teachers appointed by the teachers' 
convention at Rcvelstoke will Inter- 
view the Hon. Dr. Young as minister 
of education on the question of a 
medical examination of the schools. 
Such an examination is now held In 
Vancouver but in other parts of the 
province, there Is no regular official In- 
spection. 

This is a matter which has been oc- 
cupying the attention of the depart- 
ment for some time, and Dr. Young is 
drawing a bill on the subject for in- 
troduction at the next session of tho 
legislature. The inspectors will prob- 
ably be the provincial medical health 
officers who are already to be found In 
all parts of the province. It is under- 
stood that there will bo an annual In- 
spection of the eyes, teeth and hearing 
of tlie pupils, and more frequent re- 
gular inspections which will bo less 
minute. It is thought that such a pro- 
ceeding will probably meet a necessity 
which Is admitted to exist by those 
most in touch with the situation. 



INTOLERANCE REBUKED 



Presbyterian Minister of Ottawa Finds 
Fault With Statements of To- 
ronto Preacher 



Ottawa. Jan. 4.— Rev. William Mc- 
intosh, chaplain of St. Andrew's •so- 
ciety, created a mild sensation in an 
address Friday before that body. 
Speaking of the good feeling which 
should exist between Roman Catholics 
and Protestants, ho said man was 
greater than his religion. "When a 
man says he is a Protestant, 'l ask 
| him if he is any better for that. The 
I important point Is the man. not his 
religion. It is indeed 3trangc that a 
minister may preach sermons all the 
I year that are for public good and 
| newspapers never mention them, but 
lot him make a fool of himself and 
the papers come out witli great head- 
| lines. I was ashamed when I read a 
i despatch which came from Toronto in 
which a minister there played to the 
galleries, saying: T would not shake 
hands with the Pope.' I was ashamed 
that a minister should so forget him- 
self as to cause friction and ill feeling 
by making such a statement. I would 
shako hands with the Pope, I would 
do so as greeting a gentleman, and 
a man who wields a great Innuence, 
and to whom many dear friends of 
mine look up." 



Supplies on Sleds. 

Valdez, Alaska, Jan. 4. — Freighting 
of supplies over the trail from Valdez 
to the interior started in earnest today. 
The first large outfit to begin moving 
was that of the Great Northern De- 
velopment company, which is being 
sledded in under contract by the Cop- 
per River Dray company. This out- 
fit consists of several hundred tons 
of mining machinery and provisions 
to be used in development work on 
the company's copper mines near the 
head of Kotsina river. 



Ruef's Appeal. 

San Francisco, Jan. 4. — Judge Wil- 
liam P. Lawlor today set tomorrow as 
the time for deciding tho length of 
time to be gb en for settlement of tho 
bill of exceptions in the ease of Abra- 
ham Ruef, sentenced to fourteen years 
in San Quentln for bribery. The tle- 
fenso asked for a period of 120 days 
to prepare its record, while the prose- 
cution asserted that thirty days 
should be sufficient for tho purpose. 
It was stated by Ruef's attorneys that 
the bill would be so unusually volumi- 
nous as to need four months of -pre- 
paration, 



Tho next council will bo given sev-i 
eral new ideas In municipal govern- 
ment to consider when it starts on the 
work of this year. The advisability of 
reducing the tax on Improvements by 
levying a rate on only twenty-five per 
cent, of the assessed value of improve- 
ments in place of tho fifty per cent, 
assessment as at present; tho advisa- 
bility of seeking legislative authority 
to introduce an Innovation In tho 
shape of a board of control and tho 
necessity of appointing two assessors 
to assist City Assessor Northcott in 
his annual compilation of the city's 
assessment roll, were some of the new 
propositions which this year's council 
will refer to the Incoming body. 

The above three topics were intro- 
duced by Mayor Hall at last night's 
meeting of the council. Each, Mayor 
Hall stated, had come up previously 
this year, but nothing had been done, 
and ho thought it would bo a wise 
thing to refer them to tho Incoming 
council for consideration. Beyond tho 
brief discussion aroused by tho mayor's 
suggestions the work of the council 
last night was most perfunctory. In 
fact the meeting was the shortest of 
any held since tho council took office. 
It was expected that the matter of 
water rates would be considered, but 
though the water commissioner was on 
hand the question was not introduced. 
Assistance for Assessor. 

The matter of assistance for tho city 
assessor was the first topic Introduced 
by the mayor, who stated that owing 
to the great growth, the work entailed 
in tho assessment has been greatly 
augmented. The assessor has not tho 
time to. give to every detail, and It 
has been found that in some Instances 
property has been assessed a little too 
high, while in others the assessment 
Is not high enough. What is needed is 
a revision of tho assessment in order 
that the whole might be properly 
equalized. The best course to pursue, 
the mayor suggested, would bo to ask 
tho incoming council to appoint two •. 
experienced men to assist the city 
assessor in thi3 work. 

Aid. Mable, while acknowledging 
that an equalization of the assessment 
should be made, thought that tfie two 
men to be appointed should make an 
assessment independent to that to be 
made by the city assessor and the two 
reports could then bo considered and it 
would thus be possible to get nearer 
to the true values. He was fully con- 
vinced of the city assessor's excellence 
in this work, but two independent 
assessments would bo the proper thing. 

It was finally decided to recommend 
to tho council the appointment of two 
men to assist the city assessor In tho 
compilation of the assessment roll o£ 
the city for this year. 

Reduction in Tax. 

The desirability of full considera- 
tion of a reduction in the ?atc levied 
on improvements was also brought up 
by Mayor Hall, who stated that thero 
are many who believe that instead of 
levying on a fifty per cent, basis the 
city should levy but on twenty-flvo 
per cent, of the assessed value. By 
increasing tho rate to bo levied on 
lands the financial results to the civic 
exchequer would be the same. Tho 
matter, Mayor Hall said, had come up 
for consideration when the rates wero 
struck last year, but there was not then 
time to make any change. It would bo 
wisdom, however, for the new council 
to tuke the matter Into consideration 
j as early as possible, so that a decision 
could be arrived at in plenty of tlmo 
for the striking of the rate, this year. 

Alderman Fullerton called attention 
to the fact that the assessing of tho 
B. C. Electric company's Improve- 
ments and other concerns controlling 
public utilities would occasion trouble 
and he suggested that tho matter bo 
referred to the legislative committee 
while Alderman Cameron pointed out 
that the council should not now go 
further than to declare Itself in favor 
of the principle of reduction and loavo 
the details to the legislative com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Pauline failed to see 
where the city was going to get its 
revenue in case of a reduction In tho 
improvement rate, unles the rate on 
land were Increased and such a step 
would not prove a very good adver- 
tisement to the city. 

Alderman Mable declared that some- 
thing like the system In some of tho 
Sound cities where, In casets of two 
buildings, ono old and dilapltated, and 
the other In good condition, tho burden 
fell upon tho owners of the poor struc- 
ture, would do here. It would solve 
tho question of tho old buildings in 
Victoria, which, with all due deference 
to the advice of the "city solicitor and 
that gentleman's method of procedure 
in holding Inquiries which nover 
seemed to end in any result, are still 
in evidence. 

Alderman Hall energetically opposed 
nay increase In tho land assessment, 
declaring that most o£ the lands hero 
are now assessed to the limit and the 
council should go very slowly before 
any drastic changes are made. Tho 
result should bo well foreseon before 
action is taken. 

Favor Prinoiplfc. 

Alderman Pauline urged that In tho 
recommendation to tho next council 
no definite reduction bo stated, but 
merely that tho principle of reduction 
bo urged and tho amount of such can 
bo determined by tlfc Incoming board, 
This was done.

VIOLENT WINDSTORM 

Plp.yed Havoc With Telegraph and 
Telephone Wires 

Boreas held Victoria and the sur- 
rounding country In his grip yester- 
day afternoon and last night. After a 
lengthy absence from these shores the 
God of the North Winds made a sud- 
den swoop from ills northern lair, his 
presence heralded by bitter blasts from' 
the north, while the thermometer, 
startled out of its customary com- 
posure, shrank to depths not experi- 
enced here in the past two years. 

The wind raged at a velocity of near- 
ly 7(i miles an hour. Advices from the 
west, coast and the' straits Indicated 
that shipping bad a severe night, the 
seas being lashed Into a veritable fury. 
In fact it was l lie worst storm of the 
season, the more so by reason of the 
sudden drop In the temperature. 

In the city, roofs rattled, doors 
shimmed and signs and weak fences 
gave way before the blasts. Fortunate- 
ly there was but little work for the 
fire brigade. One alarm about nine 
o'clock from the corner of Govern- 
ment street and Cormorant street call- 
ed out the brigade to a blazing chimney 
In a Chinese residence, but no damage 
was done. No chances were taken 
by the firemen and the full brigade 
turned out. 

The force of the wind played havoc 
with telegraph, telephone and electric 
lighting wires. Telegraphic communi- 
cation wus down on live mainland, and 
Ihe customary news service was serl- 
OUSly curtailed, while the long distance 
telephone wires were put out of busi- 
ness and the electric lighting iifid 
commercial power service was ham- 
pered. Advices from the other coast

Oak Bay's handsome new live- 
roomed public school was opened for 
the llrst time last night, when the 
council of the municipality used it for 
the holding of their lust regular meet- 
ing of the term, elections having been 
lixed for the 16th Inst. 

An exterior view of the building con- 
voys tho idea of a. commodious bunga- 
low, rather larger than the average. 
Its Interior is not disappointing. Tho 
architect, F. M. Rattenbury, has so 
laid out the space as to make the hall 
and the three class rooms opening off 
it on the ground floor almost imposing 
and, certainly pleasing. They arc large, 
well lighted, and so arranged that 
thorough ventilation will bo simplicity 
itself. Another room, rather smaller 
and exceedingly cosy, Is situated next 
to tho pupil's quarters and is intended 
for the use of the principal. It Is most 
convenient in every respect and, with 
very little furniture, will make a 
charming otilcc. 

Upstairs there Is a large public hall 
and another class room. It Is hand- 
somely finished In stained wood with 
imitation oak beams criss-crossing 
I overhead, in the centre Is a sky -light 
of suliicient size to light the entire 
apartment without the aid of many 
windows. At one end is a platform 
stretching tho full width of the room. 
In this tho possibility, it was explained 
by one of tho councillors last night, 
of the residents of the district or of 
the pupils of the school desiring to hold 
amateur theatricals or entertainment? 
of any kind, has been borne In mind. 
A curtain can be stretched across, 
leaving space for dressing apartments 
at cither side without interfering with 
the progress of tho performance. 

This hall, or assembly room, will he 
utilized both by tho council and the 
school, the latter, of course, being con- 
trolled by the board of School trus- 
tees. It Is understood that there are 
some questions in tills regard yet to 
come before the representatives of the 
two bodies, at a joint gathering, for 
settlement. It it thought that It will 
become the recognized meeting place 
for the residents of Oak Bay when they 
are called on to listen to the exposi- 
tion of public questions prior to the 
Dominion, provincial or municipal 
elections. 

But there is another part of the 
schoool building which is deserving of 
special note. That is the arrangement 
of the playgrounds. The area at the 
disposal "f t"u pupils during uic sum- 
mer, when the days are bright and In- 
vite out-of-door recreation, Is spacious 
enough to satisfy all requirements. 
The architect, however, remembered 
that even In beautiful Victoria there 
are some rainy days and so on both 
tho east and west sides of the build- 
ing there Is a covered space which will 
be glv«*;i the boys and girls respectively 
for their sports when it is uncomfort- 
able to play in the open. 

The building's fixtures throughout 
are modern and every detail has been 
given, careful attention by the Pacific 
Contracting Company, the firm which 
has had the work In hand and will 
turn it over to the school trustees in a 
couple of weeks at the- outside. 

Secretary Stewart, of the Oak Bay 
board, last night expressed himself as 
gratified with the building. He thought 
that it was satisfactory and he be- 
lieved that the people had got what 
they wanted for educational purposed 
cheaply— the expenditure approximate- 
ly being $!),000. It was true that it 
was but a frame structure but it 
would meet the requirements for some 
years at any rate, "and," he added, 
"when you compare the outlay to what 
it costs Victoria for a new school, I 
think we have every reason to be 
pleased." 

The school, tho secretary thought, 
would be open sometime In February. 
It had been intended to move the chil- 
dren of the district there after the 
Cbj-lstmas holiday, hut that had been 
found Impossible. Ho asserted that 
two of the class rooms would be used 
at the outset. About seventy pupils 
were attending the present Oak Bay 
school and it was estimated that there 
were thirty now going to the city 
who would leave with the district's 
acquirement of adequate facilities. 
Next year the entire four apartments, 
he believed, would be in use under an 
efficient teaching staff.

THE VICTORIA TRANSFER 

Open day and night. 
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TO IMPROVE THE CITY. 

We print this morning a memoran- 
dum which is to be submitted to the pro- 
vincial government as soon as an ap- 
pointment can be made for that pur- 
pose. We invite careful attention to 
it. Especially do we invite the atten- 
tion of the representativ es of this city 
In the provincial legislature. The 
beautifying ot Victoria is a matter 
which calls for immediate considera- 
tion, and it is time for our representa- 
tives to decide upon the adoption of 
some lomprehensive plan. If the as- 
sistance of the legislature In such work 
Is to be forthcoming. There is no doubt 
that the people of Victoria expect, and 
have reason to expect, something Of 
this kind. At Ottawa the Dominion 
government spends money freely every 
year in the beautiflcatlon of that city, 
and so does the United States govern- 
ment at Washington. Yet in the ease 
Of both these cities, the expenditure Is 
justified more upon aesthetic grounds 
than anything else. The beautiflcatlon 
of Victoria would be valuable In a 
business way to the whole province. If 
this city were made, as it might easily 
be made, a place which In its internal 
conditions would be In keeping with 
its surroundings, the whole province 
would be benefited thereby, "or many 
years the people of Victoria have been 
contributing In taxation towards the 
opening of the province, and they have 
received very little in return. 

In the memorandum referred to some 
very interesting details are given. Pos- 
sibly when the question is brought to 
a head these may be varied, but they 
give an excellent basis from which to 
begin negotiations, and Mr. Joseph 
Tasse, who evolved the plan, is to be 
complimented upon the energy 
and trouble he has displayed In 
the matter. One thing is very 
certain. Things cannot he permitted to 
go on as they have been going. The 
people of Victoria have a right to ex- 
pect from their representatives some 
definite declaration as to where they 
stand on tills question. Do,they favor 
the adoption by the government of a 
reasonable plan of co-operation with 
the city In bringing about the objects 
mentioned in the memorandum or some 
of them? On this point information 
ought to be forthcoming. We put the 
matter up to them without any further 
comment at the present time. 



OUR TRADE WITH BRITAIN. 

We find in the London Standard a 
long and interesting statement attri- 
buted to "A Canadian Merchant." who 
In a head-note is described as "one of 
the Captains of Canadian industry." 
The article appears on the face of It 
to have been prepared with the view 
of influencing British public opinion in 
favor of a protective policy, and hence 
the fact that it is anonymous detracts 
somewhat from its value, it reads as 
though it were prepared m the Stand- 
ard office, by some one who holds a 
brief for the tariff-reformers; tit least 
the hostile expressions used towards 
the Asqultli Ministry are not such as 
Canadian captains of industry are In 
the habit of using. Nevertheless the 
article is very interesting. It points 
out that Canada's Imports of the pro- 
duets of the Cnitcd Kingdom were 
valued at C6.000.000 only in 1898 
whereas in 1908 they reached £1»?« 
000.000, and it attributes this Increase 
to the British preference. When we 
read the list of articles which made up 
those imports and find among them 
such Items as bolts, pipes, girders, 
structural steel, tool steel, wire rope, 
railway plant and so on, we are led 
to think that something besides the 
preference contributed to this increase. 
At the same time the preference un- 
doubtedly played its part and a very 
important part in producing this very 
satisfactory result. The "Canadian 
Merchant" says that American capital- 
ists tire coming Into the Dominion and 
capturing our industries, because they 
find they cannot sell us goods manu- 
factured 111 the United States owing to 
our protective tariff. This may be true 
to a certain extent, but the Standard's 
authority does not mention the fact 
that the imports of Canada from the 
United States have increased very 
rapidly. In fact Canada is growing, 
and because she is growing her im- 
ports become greater and greater. 
When stress is laid upon the part 
which the British preference has play- 
ed in this regard, while we must all 
admit that It has been of advantage to 
the British producer, we must also re- 
cognize that other influences have 
been at work to stimulate our pur- 
chases in the United Kingdom. 

The "Canadian Merchant" tells the 
Standard that there Is danger of the 
preference being withdrawn, and says 
that under such circumstances British 
capital will come to Canada to be in- 
vested In industrial establishments 
Here, and he pleads for tariff reform in 



the United Kngdom so as to check this 
Influx of British money. It seems dif- 
ficult to Imagine any Canadian using 
an argument of this kind. We quote 
from the Standard's article: 

The Canndlan Trade Commissioners 
in tlio United Kingdom encouraged 
British firms to send their travelers 
and establish agencies. Such inter- 
course and increase of knowledge 
brought readiness to invest. Over 
.C it. 000, 000 of British capital went in 
1907 into Canadian industrial bonds. 
This year, something like £50,000.000 
of British capital goes to develop 
Canadian industry, helping to extend 
railroad plant, develop mines, estab- 
lish power plants, erect elevators, set 
ni) factories for such things as cement, 
bricks, cordage, paint, pottery; to 
build shops for cars and locomotives; 
to make jam. Great as has been the 
import of home manufactures Into 
Canada, the influx of home money has 
been greater still. Now it is easy to 
stop the influx of manufactures with- 
out stopping the flow of money, and 
there to the Canadian lies the great 
temptation. 

We can understand why an English- 
man might feel called upon to warn 
the people of Great Britain of the dan- 
ger that Cnnada may adopt a policy, 
which will stimulate British invest- 
ments here; but can hardly see any 
reason tor such an exhibition of altru- 
ism on the part of a Canadian. We 
fear that our English contemporaries 
are letting political partisanship get 
the hotter of their judgment. There 
was a time when tile treatment of 
public questions in the public press 
was calm and almost judicial in its 
tone. Now it is marked by a degree 
of partisanship which far exceeds In 
bitterness anything we have in Can- 
ada. This fact greatly reduces the 
value of comments upon the trade be- 
tween the Mother Country and the 
Dominion. 



DEMAND FOR FRUIT. 

Occasionally one hears a fear ex- 
pressed that there is danger of over- 
stocking the fruit market. There is 
often a stage in the development of 
any new line of Industry, when over- 
production seems possible. 'Phis is 
when the supply exceeds the local de- 
mand but is not large enough for 
export. Not long ago there was a 
surplus of fruit, but it was not large 
enough to warrant any one In going 
to the trouble of seeking a market 
elsewhere. At that time also only 
a very limited market was available. 
Mr. Frederick Adie, who has been 
making an examination of the situa- 
tion in the prairie provinces for the 
British Columbia department of agri- 
culture, writes as ioiiows: "Alberta 
seems to me to be an important 
market for British Columbia fruit and 
certain farm produce. Taking the 
present population, the province will 
handle 325 cars of apples and 200 
cars of pears this season." He also 
says there is a demand for plums, 
prunes, cherries, berries, onions, pota- 
toes and so on. As the population of 
Alberta is rapidly increasing, these 
figures will grow rapidly. A car 
will hold about GOO boxes of apples 
or pears. Therefore Alberta will 
take with its present population 195,- 
000 boxes of apples and ISO, 000 
boxes of pears. Within a year or 
two a quarter of a million boxes of 
both these fruits can be sold in that 
market alone. Presumably, Sask- 
atchewan and Manitoba will take a 
greater quantity, as they have a 
larger population, although In Man- 
itoba especially British Columbia 
fruit Is likely to come in competition 
with the product or the Ontario Or- 
chards. However this may be, there 
is a market today In the prairie 
provinces for approximately 2,000,000 
boxes of apples and pears, and it is 
steadily increasing. Therefore we 
venture to think that the fruit grow- 
ers of British Columbia need have 
little fear of producing too much. 
There is a market in England avail- 
able, and probably elsewhere in Eu- 
rope; China, Japan, Australia and 
Mexico will buy our fruit to a very 
considerable amount, but there is no 
necessity for taking them into ac- 
count just now. Growers of this 
part of the province would act wisely 
if they would direct their attention 
as far as possible to the production 
of fruits, which do better here than 
elsewhere. Our apples may be equal- 
led l>y apples grown in other districts, 
but in pears, cherries, plums and 
prunes we have no serious compet- 
itors. We suggest that It. would be 
exhibiting sound business principles if 
our local people gave more attention 
than they now do to these particular 
lines. 

Concerning the fruit market /gen- 
erally. In the Saturday Evening Post 
of January 2, there was a very in- 
teresting article suggested by the 
Spokane Fruit Exhibition. We quote 
from it to show bow little ground 
there is to fear over-production: 

"In support of the belief that the 
domestic supply is Insufficient is the 
fact that, if it had not been for the 
enormous crops in the Pacific and 
Northwestern States and Provinces 
last year, an apple famine would have 
resulted. In many of tin- Middle- 
Western and Eastern States the yields 
wei'e small last season, due to the 
failure in numerous Instances, but 
generally because of pests. Orchards 
had been neglected and, ill scores of 
places, the trees have been permitted 
to die through lack of even ordinary 
attention, while, again, in others the 
growers did not know how to combat 
insects and diseases. It was to Im- 
prove these conditions by making 
Investigations and suggesting remed- 
ies to bring about more satisfactory 
results, that the growers were invited 
to come to Spokane. 

"in 1896, the total product of the 
apple crop of the country was 07,070,- 
000 barrels, or 172,075,000 bushels. 
Since then hundreds of thousands of 
acres have been added, and methods 
of fruit-growing have improved, yet 
the Government reports show that the 
aggregate crop in all the States In 
tlie Union was not more than 25,000,- 
000 barrels, or 02,500,000 bushels, In 
l'.lOS. 

"To understand the decreases in the 
production of apples In the Union in 



the last twelve years reference should 
be made to the statistics complied 
by the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, Growers produced 00,510,000 
barrels of apples In 1895, and 09,070,- 
000 barrels In 18D0, the banner year 
In the history of the country. There 
was a decrease of nearly 28,000,000 
barrels, or more than the entire crop 
in 1908, In 1897, when the yiold 
amounted to -11,5:10,00(1. Another de- 
crease followed in 1898, the yiold be- 
ing placed at 23,570,000 barrels, but 
In 1899 and 1900 there were substantial 
increases, the yields being 37,560,000 
and 47,900,000 barrels respectively. 
There was a drop of 20,890,000 barrels 
In 1901, while 1902 showed an in- 
crease of 20,055,000 barrels, the crop 
that year being estimated at 47,025,000 
barrels. Forty-live million barrels of 
fruit were produce.! in 1903, and in 
1904 the yield was 300,000 barrels 
greater. Then, in 1905, it dropped to 
23,500,000 barrels, and In 1900 it in- 
creased to 30,130,000 barrels. The 
crop of 1907 fell off to 25,000,000 
barrels." 

The Post then proceeds to discuss 
the apple question generally. It says 
nothing at all about other fruits. We 
quote again: 

"The apple-growing Industry Is a 
substantial one; in fact, few enter- 
prises offer surer or more attractive 
profits or more healthful and pleasant 
occupation. A small investment will 
secure a beginning, and trustworthy 
literature can be had readily from the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
numerous horticultural and farm 
journals. There never will be an 
over-production of first -class stock. 
It is, in fact, impossible at the present 
time to produce the enormous quan- 
tity of good apples requisite to moot 
the demand. This is evidenced by 
the fact that England, Germany, 
France, Denmark, Australia and the 
Orient are already drawing upon the 
orchards in Washington, Idaho, Oregon 
and British Columbia. When this 
export tra'de is firmly established, as 
It will hi- in a few years, tin- de- 
mands upon the growers will be large- 
ly increased. This means more new 
orchards, and better care of the older 
ones." 

In view of these facts, in view also 
of the fact that other fruits, for which 
in their season there Is a very groat 
demand, can be produced in perfection 
in British Columbia, and nowhere better 
than on Vancouver island; we think 
we may look forward with the liveli- 
est satisfaction to the augmentation 
of the fruit industry, and that the 
timid souls, who fear to set out or- 
chards lest there may be too much 
fruit pruduced. can safely permit their 
fears to subside. We ought to add 
that success in this line of Industry 
depends In an exceptional degree upon 
careful grading and careful packing.

The unexpected has happened in 
China, and the plans of the foreign 
powers having relations with that 
country have been rudely upset by the 
dismissal of Yuan Shi Kal, grand 
councillor and commander of the army. 
Tin.' situation is full of interest ami 
further developments will be awaited 
witli some anxiety. 

I'p to tlie present very little interest 
has been aroused in tlie mayoralty 
contest, though it lias been known for 
some time that Mr. RIorley will oppose 
the re-tilection of the present Incum- 
bent of the office. Opinion seems to 
be almost unanimous that Mayor Hall 
should he given a second term, and If 
one may judge from present Indica- 
tions this will lie the verdict of the 
electorate. 



Mr. Heney, who prosecuted the 
"graft" charges cases In San Francisco 
declares that Mr. E. II. llarriman, 
of New York, through his control of 
the Southern Pacific railway, was re- 
sponsible for much of the corruption 
which had been uncovered in the Cali- 
fornia metropolis.

Tlie Ottawa government Is to he 
asked to give, the Union Steamship 
company a subsidy extending over a 
period of five years on condition that 
two more steamers similar to the lino 
liner Makura, which recently visited 
this port, are commissioned on tlie run 
within fifteen months. It Is to be hoped 
thnt the government will see Its way 
clear to grant the application, for with 
the Improved typo of vessels which 
would thus be guaranteed much travel 
would be diverted to Canada. 



The rumor that Lord Mtlner Is 
slated to succeed Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain in the position occupied by the 
latter gentleman in the councils of the 
Unionist party and ultimately be given 
the post of Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, seems to be well founded. At 
lentit a color of probability is given to 
it by the studied attempt on the part 
of the Unionist press to keep his 
Lordship in tho limelight. And it is 
but fair to add that such selection 
would bo quite in accord with Colonial 
sentiment. 



In the public interest it is of the 
greatest importance that the transac- 
tions of the Mayor and Aldermen 
should bo made public, and we there- 
fore ask that all the candidates for 
election shall state plainly whether or 
not they are in favor of such publicity. 
In other words will they favor the pre- 
sence of representatives of tin.: press at 
all meetings of the standing committees 
of the City Council? We would like 
to hear from the candidates on tills 
point. 

Addressing the Canadian Club at Ot- 
tawa on Saturday last, Gen. Swayne. 
Governor of British Honduras, said 
that the Hindus employed in tlie mills 
of this province appeared to be suit- 
able for that class of work, but others 
who came in the wake of those were 
poor workmen. General Swayne did 
not seem to regard the presence here 
of the small body of East Indians as 
a menace to the welfare of the coun- 
try, and as a stop has been put to 
further immigration, the "problem" 
which was allowed to assume dimen- 
sions out of all proportion to its im- 
portance, will soon he numbered among 
the things that were. 

We learn from Ottawa that a new 
classification, approved by the Board 
of Hallway Commissioners, governing 
business within Canada, has been Is- 
sued by the express companies to take 
effect 1st January, 1909. The old class- 
ification has been In effect since Au- 
gust, 1905. It will be the same as used 
by the express companies in the Uni- 
ted States, and contained many 
items not applicable to those existing 
In Canada. The now classification is 
a modification of one which was sub- 
mitted to the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners In March 1907, but to which 
owing to press of other business, the 
board was not able to give its atten- 
tion until recently. 



Victorians will read the following 
special dispatch from Ottawa to tho 
Toronto Globe with an equanimity 
which must be somewhat exasperat- 
ing to those who dwell at less-favor- 
ed points in Canada: "Otllcials of 
the Immigration Department are do- 
ing their best to discourage tho ad- 
vertising of winter carnivals In Can- 
ada. One says: 'Any literature, ex- 
hibition or any other thing which 
tends to create the Impression that 
Canada is an extremely cold country 
Is very hurtful in the work carried 
on by 'our officers in other countries. 
You will remember the great promin- 
ence given to Rudyard Kipling's poem 
"Our Lady of the Snows," and the 
opinion of many of those best able 
to judge that the till.- did incalcul- 
able damage to our Dominion." 

Now that penny postage has given 
a stimulous to correspondence with 
our kin overseas, it seems proper to 
direct attention to the following spe- 
cial cable from London: "A few years 
ago a society of baronets was formed 
with a view to' securing fuller recog- 
nition of this class, which is less than 
noble, but more than knightly, but lit- 
tle seems to have come of it. One 
well known baronet, however, has ta- 
ken tlie matter into his own hands. 
He has issued a printed notice ex- 
pressing tin- strong feeling of the bar- 
onet at the "Dear Sir" being constantly 
used In commencing letters to their 
servants as well as in letters received 
by themselves. He says It Is not only 
Incongruous, but discourteous to the 
members of an ancient hereditary de- 
gree. He asks bis correspondents In 
future to accord him bis title and 
commence their letters "Sir Baronet." 



The Canadian Gazette (London) 
estimates that over $200,000,000 of 
British money has been Invested in 
Canada in 190S in public issues. The 
money went for federal, provincial and 
municipal issues, and also for corpora- 
tion loans. Canadians can have little 
cause for complaint at this showing, 
but they will not, at the same time, 
labor under any delusion that the op- 
portunities for the safe Investment of 
capital In this Dominion are surpassed 
by those of any other country In the 
world.

As British Columbia coast ports will 
iroafter be largely used for wheat 
j shipments, a live interest attaches to 
I statistics of Canadian crop movements. 
' We therefore note that the Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Toronto .Mail and 
Empire writes: ".An official statement 
received at tlie grain inspection branch 
of the Trade and Commerce department 
shows that of the crop ot 1908 there 
were shipped from Port Arthur and 
Fort William up to the close of navi- 
gation on Dec. 12, 43,935,598 bushels 
grain, as against 23,482,497 in the cor- 
responding period of 1907. Wheat 
shipments amounted to 36,017,483, as 
against 20,515,859; oats, 5,95,1,201, as 
against 2,010.1120; barley, 1,450,804, as 
against 587,523; and (lax, 517.913, as 
against 317.193 bushels. Of the sea- 
son's wheat output from Fort William 
and Port Arthur 23.593,374 bushels were 
carried in Canadian vessels and 12,418,- 
109 in foreign vessels to United States 
ports. Canadian vessels also carried 
1,186,496 bushels of wheat to Buffalo, 
so that in all ] 3,1104,1105 bushels of 
Canadian wheat, or a total of 16,286,157 
buahrla of grain of all kinds of the 
crop of 100S found their way to export 
points via Unite.! Status routes."

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NOTE AMD COMMENT 



In his farewell sermon ut St. 
Cieorgo's cathedral, Kingston, the other 
evening, Dean Farthing expressed him- 
self very freely on some pressing 
public themes, with the consequence 
that his address has attracted con- 
siderable attention. To quote Horn a 
dispatch to the Toronto News: 

In saying- good-bye he expressed 
regret that lie would not bo in King- 
ston for the coming winter to take, 
his place with the .Moral and Social 
Reform Society In their effort to 
raise the tone of society in tin; city. 
"Do not waste your time In fighting 
imaginary evils, because there arc so 
inanv real ones," charged the Dean. 
"Kingston lis a moral city on the 
whole, but I do not know a city of its 
size where there is so much drunken- 
ness." He referred to several in- 
stances that had come under his notice 
.arid called on his hearers to insist that 
tho present liquor laws should be en- 
forced. He urged Ills hearers to stand 
for right and let not polities inter- 
fere with duty. He would not give 
a snap of the finger for the temper- 
ance Vote. When the day for voting 
came the temperance people voted for 
their party oven If they knew , their 
boys wore going down to 'hell as the 
result of liquor. lie made feeling 
reference to his fondness for his 
work in Kingston. 

An interest, not unmixed witli 
anxiety is felt In all quarters in the 
i'nited States in the Tariff Bill, which 
will be presented to Congress at the 
siiecial session to be called in March, 
in this connection we note that a 
Washington correspondent predicts 
that protection to industries compet- 
ing with cheap labor abroad will be 
the keynote of the measure. To 
quote: ... 

While protect ion to industries which 
must compete with cheap labor 
abroad will be the keynote of the re- 
vised tariff, much consideration will 
be given to the question of raising 
sufficient revenuo for the Govern- 
ment. The sub-committee of the 
'House "Ways and Means Committee 
is wasting no time in drawing the now 
bill, and it will resume its pro- 
gramme of daily meetings on Monday. 
The matter--of revenue involves more 
difficult problems than either pro- 
tective or other phases of the tariff 
revision question. It is claimed by 
some that the Government has been 
deprived of millions of dollars of re- 
venue during the operation of the 
Dingley tariff because or the numerous 
changes made in the bill after It 
passed the House of Representatives. 
These changes were made principally 
in tho wording of the bill rather than 
in the rates of duty. It is freely 
said that numerous large interests 
which will be affected by the now 
tariff law as it will be reported to the 
House will make a strong light when 
the bill reaches the Senate as it comes 
from the House. It is even said that 
Mr, Taft will vote the bill if the Sen- 
ate make too many changes tending 
to increaso the rates of duty. 

Sedition by gramaphone Is a 
novel menace with which tho British 
authorities in India arc confrontcd_at 
gthfi present time. A London corres-; 
pondent writes: 

It has just been discovered that a 
German firm of disc, record makers 
sent a representative to Inlia equip- 
ped with all the appliances for turn- 
ing out talking machine records. On 
his arrival he is said to have got into 
touch with the sedition mongers whoso 
activity tho Indian Government is en- 
deavoring to stem. The effect pro- 
duced on the rural population in the 
■interior of Bengal by inflammatory 
speeches uttered in the vernacular 
by their own co-religionists Is said 
to be amazing. The ignorant ryots 
believe that a god speaks to them 
through the machine, which turns out 
to be a far more dangerous vehicle of 
subversive propaganda than printed 
pamphlets. Tho latter, in spite of the 
new law, continue to make, their ap- 
pearance periodically in the native 
quarters of the Indian cities. 

Public bodies In many communities 
have just experienced a rude awaken- 
ing as to the Inefficiency of septic 
tanks, through tho report of the Brit- 
ish Royal Commission appointed some 
live years ago to investigate the prob- 
lem of sewage disposal. In referring 
to the mater of septic tanks, its con- 
clusion Is as follows: 

"That all organic solids present in 
sewage are not digested by septic 
tanks, the actual amount of digestion 
varying with the character of tho sew- 
ago, the use of the tanks relative to 
the volume treated and tho frequency 
of cleansing. With a domestic sewage 
and tanks worked at a twenty-four 
hour rate tho digestion is about 
twenty-live per cent. 

"The liquor issuing from septic 
tanks is bacterlologlcally almost as 
Impure as the sewage entering the 
tanks." 

Again tho commissioners say: "That 
more important claims which wen' 
advanced in favor of septic tanks 
have not stoid the test of experience. 
At tho same time we think that In 
certain circumstances tho adoption of 
this method of treatment, as a pre- 
liminary process, is efficient and eco- 
nomical." 

While at present we have not much 
complaint to mako about the. dust 
nuisance, with the return of spring it 
will be with us again, and therefore 
the appended reference to the subject 
of remedying tho evil will be read 
with interest. It is the concluding 
portion of a lengthy article in the 
Belfast Whig, reviewing tho debates 
at tho sessions of tho recent Road 
Congress in Paris: 

There is no doubt that the swift- 
running vehicles have had a good deal 
to do with the Increased cost of 
maintaining the roads. A largo sum 
of money has been spent in trying to 
Jlnd a remedy for tho dust nuisance. 
While many of the British delegates 
seemed satisfied with tar, the Conti- 
nental representatives were Inclined 
to the opinion that tar will not ans- 
wer the purpose. Two Scottish dele- 
gates, speaking on behalf of tho Road 
Surveyors' Association of Scotland, 
pointed out that tar painting had not 
proved so successful In their country 
as in the southern part of England 
because of tho frosts and the heavy 
rainfall. Tho value of road-preserva- 
tion, thoy said, was further reduced 
by reason of the roads being moi'o 
damaged by tho c:trtage of agricul- 
tural produce at a season which is un- 
favorable for the roads. Tho Per- 
manent Commission will have enough 
to occupy Its attention until tho Con- 
gress ••meets in Brussels the year after 
next.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



It Is not perhaps universally known, 
says the Pall Mall Gazette, that it was 
to Brighton that Thackeray owed the 
idea of "Pendennis." He was very 
fond, when at his favorite seaside 
haunt, of visiting Hi.' clever family of 
Horace Smith, one of the joint authors 
of "Rejected Addresses." One day he 
called at their second Brighton home, 
No. 12 Cavendish Place, tne centre of 
the four miles sea front. He was in 
distress, for he said lie was bound 
within a few days to produce the open- 
ing chapters of "Pendennis," and had 
no plot and no idea with which to start 
one. The Smith girls told him a true 
anecdote ot Brighton life. "That will 
do," lie said, and went home, christen- 
ing ills heroine Laura after one of 
Horace Smith's younger daughters, 
afterwards Mrs. John Round, of West 
Bergholt. Laura Smith was Indignant 
at tiie end of the Htory, saying to 
Thackeray, "You knew I always meant 
to marry Warrington." 

In 1S36-7 Dickens' "Posthumous Pa- 
pers of the Pickwick Club" appeared 
in twenty monthly parts — or rather 
nineteen, with a double number at the 
end — at one shilling each. A few days 
ago In New York the set belonging to 
Mr. Edward NTi Lapham, of Chicago, 
described as in tine original state, 
realised £21)0. This, says the Dally 
News, is more than twice as much as 
"Pickwick" has made in tills country 
under the hammer. The set which Mr. 
William Wright bought for fifty guin- 
eas was taken some years ago by a 
lady to a Reading bookshop With the. 
request that the parts might be 
"cheaply bound for the children's use." 
Tho ignorant owner disliked the "un- 
tidy paper covers." 

The death of Mr. R. E. Codrington, 
the Administrator of North- West Rho- 
desia, Illustrates a point which Mr. 
Churchill brought out in his recent 
book — the rapidity ' with which men 
rise to big positions in Africa. Mr. 
Codrington, snys the AVestminster Ga- 
zette, was not yet forty, but he had 
been for seven years Administrator of 
North-Eastern Rhodesia, and for more 
than a year had filled the similar post 
in the North-West Territory. "A man 
of twenty-five," wrote Mr. Churchill, 
"may easily find himself ruling a large 
tract of country and a numerous popu- 
lation." Mr. Codrington was not quite 
so young as that when he became Ad- 
ministrator, but sufficiently youthful to 
Illustrate the possibilities of service in 
Africa. 

The bl-centenary of the birth of Dr. 
Johnson falls In the early autumn, and 
preparations are already made for the 
occasion. Tho British Weekly had rea- 
son to believe that In Lichfield, which 
has ever been forward in doing honor 
to Its greatest citizen, the ceremonies 
will be on an elaborate scale. The oc- 
casion will also be observed in London, 
and the members of The Club and tho 
Johnson Club are already astir. It is 
also certain that In Oxford Dr. John- 
son's memory will be duly honored. As 
to a permanent memorial of the Doc- 
tor, Johnsonians are, our contempor- 
ary says, divided. Some think that tho 
house in Gough Square should be 
bought and fitted up as a Johnson 
museum. Others are in favor of a 
statue in Fleet Street. There are others 
who think that there should be a John- 
son scholarship from the Grammar 
School at Lichfield to Pembroke Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

Now that Marathon races are once 
again the topic of the hour, it is inter- 
esting to recall, says the Westminster 
Gazette, that Swiss history contains an 
llmost exact parallel to the famous 
story of the Athenian herald. In Frl- 
bourg. in the Place de l'Hotel de Vllle, 
there stands a venerablo Ilmetree, 
fourteen feet in circumference, sup- 
ported hy stone pillars. Legend has It 
that the tree was oroginally a twig 
borne by a young native of Fribourg 
who, in H7l). arrived breathless and 
faint with loss of blood with the news 
of the battle of Moral. "Victory," was 
the only word ho could utter, and, hav- 
ing fulfilled his mission by uttering It, 
he fell down and died. 
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THE SAME OLD WORLD 

Considerable comfort should be de- 
rived by certain circles from the dls- 
coverleK mnde In ancient Egyptian ceme- 
teries by Professor Flinders Petric. Ail- 
ments to which modern flosV. is prone, 
and which are declared to be the result 
of latter dny luxury and excess, are 
now found to have ":>cen suffered in an- 
cient Egypt; fashionable follies of so- 
ciety women which earn thundorlngs 
from pulpit and platform are. now 
shown to bo no new thing hut to have 
been the foibles of the smart set whose 
homes were on the banks of the Nile. 

In the course of his excavations Pro- 
fessor Petrle has discovered a case of 
gout, a cane of appendicitis, and pot 
dogs adorned by ivory bracelets and 
Showing by their teeah that they- had 
led badly pampered lives. From the 
strictly ethical point of view there is 
no answer to tho charge nf wickedly 
wasting money on pet dogs In the fact 
that the thing was a hobby In ancient 
Egypt; nor should the gouty person, ac- 
cused of Indulgent living, find virtue In 
the retort that the pangs of gout were 
known when Pharoah held sway. But 
ethics are reside the point In a case of 
this kind. Half tho sting In the de- 
nunciation of modern fallings lies in 
the emphasis tiiat is laid on the word 
modern. 

The feeling is gaining ground that 
there never wns so extravagant mid Idle 
an ago among tho wealthy us tills: and 
hence tho memory of those bojewolod 
and overfed dogs in the ancient Egyp- 
tian cemetery becomes n thought both 
grateful and comforting. — Tho London 
Graphic. 



.The Morning: Post says: — That the 
scheme expounded in the despatches, 
published will meet the legitimuto 
wishes of Indian patriots seems to ho 
proved by the opinions expressed in 
India, and is evidently the belief of 
Lord Mlnto and his Council. It is worth 
noting that Anglo-Indian opinion is 
disposed to approve ot the modifica- 
tions suggosted by Lord Morley in tho 
scheme submitted to him. The publi- 
cation of tho despatches and the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded for full and free 
discussion both in India and in Eng- 
lund before legislation can be Initiated 
will probably facilitate the work both 
of the Government and the Opposition, 
which in this matter are bound to co- 
operate with one another. For tho 
party system which Is at the root ot 
the political institutions of this coun- 
try is effective and beneficent .because 
and in so far as upon tho vital mat- 
ters of national import the two par- 
ties, in spite of their differences and 
dissensions, are generally in substan- 
tial agreement. Such a vital matter is 
the government of India and tho spirit 
in which it is to be carried out. There 
are points of course as to which Lrod 
Morley and Lord Lansdownc, hold dif- 
ferent opinions, but they are not points 
essential to the scheme that has been 
propounded, and both statesmen would 
give a whole-hearted endorsement to 
the words with which Lord Mlnto, in 
addressing his Council, lias appealed 
to the people i f India. 

As the result or the proceedings in 
both Houses of Parliament, the Fight 
Hours Bill is (suvh the "Daily Tele- 
graph") now virtually the law of the 
land. It is as bad a piece of legis- 
lation as ever has been, placed upon 
the Statute-book, for it violates many 
of tin- principled most cherished by 
Englishmen, and it has been advocat- 
ed upon grounds which will not bear 
investigation and are not sincerely be- 
lieved in by tho majority of the. sup- 
porters of the measure. To lay down 
as a legal proposition backed by all 
the authority of the State that an 
adult nr>n fit and anxious to work 
shall not be allowed to disposo of his 
labour as he likes is to tamper witli 
the elementary principle of Individ- 
ual liberty. To enhance the cost of 
a commodity essential to the happi- 
ness and welfare of the whole com- 
munity by legislative enactment in the 
supposed interests of one class is to 
strike a blow at those fundamental 
axioms of political economy which fis- 
cal reformer and free trader alike 
agree to accept. The plea that tho oc- 
cupation of extracting coal is excep- 
tionally dangerous and unhealthy Is 
belled by all available statistics, and 
Is absurd on the face of it to all those 
who have been brought into contact 
with the Industrial classes of tho 
North. It is only necessary to com- 
pare the appearance of the average 
mill hand in Lancashire witli that of 
his fellow-labourer who works in tho 
collieries to know which is the more 
sanitary and which the more detri- 
mental to health. 

The "Dally Chronicle" says: We 
may bo well pleased that the Miners 
Bill has escaped tho knife in tho 
House of Lords. They ought to have 
rejected it, says the "Spectator" be- 
cause It introduces "a new principle 
into the English legislation." We. 
should not make much progress if no 
new principles were ever introduced. 
But in this case the principle— that 
of regulating adult labour, especially 
in trades where considerations of hu- 
manity and safety apply — lias long 
ago been admitted. Parliament has 
dealt with men's hours of labour by 
an act to, prevent overwork on rail- 
ways and by legislation affecting some 
of the "dangerous trades." Indirect- 
ly it has done so by Acts limiting 
hours in the textile industries, for in 
these tho -hours of the men are close- 
ly related to those of young persons. 
Barring the sailor, there Is no more 
dangerons calling, said Lord St. Ald- 
wyn, than that of the "miner, and there 
is none more laborious and none car- 
ried on under less natural conditions. 
Their case is particular and exception- 
al and tho fact that their Union Is 
strong is no argument against State 
intervention, which alone can secure 
permanence, and universality, and 
which will prevent the dislocation 
caused by strikes. Now that this great 
reform is about to become law we 
look with conildenco to the good sense 
and goodwill of all the parties con- 
cerned to co-operate loyally in making 
It work smoothly and witli the least 
possible disturbance to the national 
Industry involved. 

The "Standard" says: — Mr. Asqulth 
is too experienced to ignore the lesson 
of the Session's failures, but not too 
old, we hope, to profit by misfortune. 
In the long run no speed is made, by 
attempting to cram legislation on the 
House of Commons or to stop the 
voice of criticism. We would not go 
so far as to suggest that the Licen- 
sing Bill would have been saved if 
the closure had not boon applied, but 
it should have been possible so to nar- 
row and define the points of difference 
that the way would bo smoothed lor 
a. future agreed BUI. Had the two 
Houses been kept at work on negot- 
iation over such matters as the length 
of the time limit and the scale of com- 
pensation, the Port of London mil 
might have been thrust aside and the 
Eight Hours Bill certainly smothered. 
Only by a somewhat indecent scram- 
ble has tho present sorry crop been 
harvested, and tho Lords, If they had 
chosen to stand on their rights, might 
well have declined to dispose in a few 
hours of Bills which had required sev- 
eral weeks in the Commons. On tills 
point we hope tho independent Peers 
will take up a firm attitude when next 
there Is a Unionist Administration. 
If they would flatly refuse, to discuss 
measures thrown at them In a heap 
at tho end of the session they would 
increase the usefulness of Parliament 
and Incidentally reform procedure in 
tho Commons. But this position un- 
der a Radical Ministry they cannot 
witli discretion assume, and must 
await the probably not-distant oppor- 
tunity of proving that the. Upper 
House, its predominant complexion 
notwithstanding, Is strong enough to 
withstand the. pressure of Government 
Its work both in the Children's and 
tho Port of London Bills, not to men- 
tion the Eight Hours Bill, has been 
so thorough and sound that no ox- 
cuse should be accepted for the grow- 
ing Parliamentary custom, Unionist 
not less than Radicals, of ignoring the 
co-ordinate and in some respects sup- 
erior capacity of the Peers for the 
practical tasks of statesmanship. 

He who threatens and runs away 
lives to threaten another day.

FIGHT FOR CHILDREN 
HAS TRAGIC ENDING 



Laschiavo May Have Broiif 
Daughters From Sydney 
to Die in Sicily

A suggestion of what may , bo a 
tragic ending to a father's fight for his 
children, which entailed a journey 
round the world and a contest In tho 
courts of two countries was afforded 
by a post card received yesterday by 
Chief of Police Langley. It was a sou- 
venir card wishing the compliments of 
the season written by Antonio Loschi- 
avo from Messina, the ill-fated Sicilian 
town, which was recently wiped out 
by earthquake. It was dated Decem- 
ber 2, and was apparently written at 
Sallna, a village In the vicinity of 
Messina. Xo lists of tho lost are as 
yet available but it Is known that a 
very large proportion of the inhabi- 
tants were killed, and so it Is feared 
that Losehlavo and his two llttlo girls 
may be among tho missing. 

Losehlavo was a Sicilian who lived 
for nearly fourteen years in New South 
Wales, engaged in the fruit business. 
While there lie married an Irish wo- 



to Canada while the case was being 
remanded from time to time in order 
to give him a- chance to get further 
evidence. These letters woro not an- 
swered and while waiting for the cvl- 
denco for tho defence, Mr. Aikman 
appealed .to Judge Irving by way of 
certiorari to quash tho magistrate's 
decision that there was evidence to 
hold the Sicilian. Judge Irving refused 
the application, and another appeal 
was taken to tho full court, a majority 
o£ which overruled tho courts below, 
and Loschiavo found himself once 
more at liberty. 

All this toolc several months, during 
which Loschiavo, a good looking', re- 
spectable and well educated Italian, 
gained many friends. At last ho was 
able to get away, and ho hied him 
forthwith to tho sunny island of 
Sicily. Ho was born there, and was 
never tired of expatiating on its beau- 
ties. His fate is now uncertain. But 
it is known that ho had settled per- 
manently near Messina and was thero 
a few weeks before the catastropho. 
His friends are anxiously awaiting 
news of him and his two little girls, 
and if It should be that his long light 
lor tlie children, to whom ho was 
passionately devoted, has ended in 
dragging them to a horrible death, those 
who know him are quite certain that 
Antonio Loschiavo will refuse to take 
advantage of tho safety they can no 
longer share.

man, and everything was lovely until 
the wife's mother came to live with 
them. She did not like her southern 
son-in-law, and he seems to have reci- 
procated the feeling. Family troubles 
soon began which culminated In the 
wife, at the instigation of her mother, 
leaving her husband's home with their 
youngest child, a boy of about .three. 
Soon afterwards she Instituted pro- 
ceedings for a judicial separation. 

Meantime tho two girls, aged about 
eight and ten, wore at a convent 
school, whence the father immediately 
fetched them. Hearing of this tho 
mother obtained an order o£ the court 
that the children should remain in the 
custody of the nuns until tho settle- 
ment of the suit. 

In Confliot With Law. 

This was where Loschiavo first came 
Into conlllct with tho law. Ho was 
furious at what he considered an tn- 
vason of his rights, and lie determined 
to leave the country, and take tho two 
girls with him. Accordingly he went 
again to the convent, and by means of 
a cock and bull story about an acci- 
dent to the mother he got the children 
away. Next lie concealed thorn In a 
friend's house, arid when tho steamer 
left, the three went aboard of her un- 
der assumed names. 

He was not out of tho woods, how- 
ever. The police found out that he had 
sailed, and the wife went before a 
magistrate and swore that he had 
deserted her and her child. The courts 
wanted to punish him for contempt, 
and the mother wanted the girls back, 
but it was not a case of kidnapping, 
and contempt of court is not an ex- 
traditable offense. Wife desertion, 
however, is, and directly Loschiavo 
and his children landed In Victoria 
they wero arrested on a telegraphic 
warrant, and placed in jail. Every ef- 
fort was made to make the detention 
as bearable as possible for the girls 
who were kept in the rooms set aside 
for sick people, and which happened 
to be untenanted. It wns In recogni- 
tion of his good offices in this respect 
that Loschiavo sent the post card to 
Chief Langley. 

Placed In Convent Hero. 

After a while, the children were 
placed in the convent here, and Losch- 
iavo managed to raise the $:!,000 cash 
ball which was demanded of him. Af- 
ter that the Sicilian might be seen any 
morning or afternoon out walking with 
his two attractive little daughters. His 
devotion to them wnt, noticed by every- 
one, nnd they appeared to be equally 
fond of their father. 

The case dragged on for months. 
First they had to wait until A. W, Ash- 
ton, a detective from Sydney, New 
South Wales, arrived with the war- 
rant, and then there was further delay 
until the proceedings before the Syd- 
ney magistrate were received. At last 
the case for the prosecution was In, 
and J. A. Aikman, who was retained 
by Loschiavo, applied for tho dismissal 
of his client. He maintained that as 
the wife's own testimony showed that 
she had left her husband and started 
divorce proceedings, she could not 
claim that she had been deserted. She 
sworo before tho Australian magis- 
trate that she had been ill-treated, 
though she did not state In what re- 
spect, and Loschiavo was not repre- 
sented at tho hearing. Wm. Moresby, 
who appeared for the New South 
Wales government, urged that the wo- 
man was obliged to leave him, and 
the magistrate accepted this view. 
Set at Liberty. 

Loschiavo said that lie had never 
Ill-treated his wife, and ho wrote to 
her several times to get her to come on 



FIVE NEW LAWYERS 
HAVE TAKEN THE OATH 

Oscar C, Bass Gives Prizes to 
Successful Students— Ex- 
amination Results 



The results of the lew examinations 
which were recently held in tho court 
iiousu were made known yesterday, and 
it appears that all who took the exam- 
inations passed through the ordeal 
successfully. A feature of the exami- 
nations this year were tho prizes of- 
fered by Oscar C. Bass, secretary of 
the Law society to the students who 
passed first in the first and second 
intermediate examinations, provided 
that- in order to win the prize tho 
student must secure over 70 per cent 
of the possible total. These wero rath- 
er stringent conditions, but both tho 
prizes were gained, one by a Victorian 
and the other by a Vancouver student. 

A. VV. Milligau of Victoria came out 
top of tho first intermediate with 74 
per cent. This won him the Bass 
prize, which took the useful form of 
a copy of Odgers on Pleadings. Leo 
Buchanan of Vancouver led those who 
wrote for second intermediate with 76 
per cent. His reward is a copy of 
Polluck on Contracts. Both of these are 
standard works which the studcr.t 
would otherwise havo had to buy for 
Ills next examination. 

After the usual introduction to tho 
Benchers who made tho formal an- 
nouncement of their success, five bud- 
ding lawyers repaired to the full court 
room yesterday morning, where three 
of them wore sworn as barristers and 
solicitors and two as solicitors only. 
Their oaths wen: taken by Mr. Justice 
Irving. They wero W. P. Ogilvie, a 
Vancouver student; C. H. Cohen, Jr., 
an eastern Canadian barrister and so- 
licitor; F. C. Saunders, a Quebec ad- 
vocate; Geo.

China, and Corea. But tho most Im- 
portant portion of all these Immense

Issue of Books for tho Past Month 
Shows Progross 



Tho city library had a record day 
on Saturday last, the 2nd inat., when 



33S books, the largest number that has 
ever yet been requisitioned, were dis- 
tributed. The total number of books 
which were given out during tho month 
of December was 4,640, for twenty-six 
days, as against 4,652 for November, 
and twenty-four days. The highest 
number issued during any 0110 day in 
December was 297, while tho dally av- 
erage for that month was 297, and 6.7 
now cards woro issued. Tho total 
monthly issue of books during the past 
year was as follows: January, 4,022; 
February, 3,923; March, 3.G70; April, 
3,229; May, 3,446;, June, 3,468; July, 
3.42G; August, 3, SOS; September, 4,140; 
October, 4,708; November and Decem- 
ber, 4,640; making a grand total for 
tho year of 47,249; as agaln3t a grand 
total of 34,160 for the year preceding, 
1907, and showing tho very satisfactory 
Increase of 13,089 for tho year. 

Tho monthly record for 1907 was as 
follows; January, 2,667; February, 
2,737; March, 2.SG3; April, 2,767; May, 
2,602; Juno 2,286; 'July, 2,451; August, 
2,926; September, 2,815; October, 3,240; 
November, 3,519, and December, 3,287. 

Tho library was opened to the. pub- 
lic In 1906, and the average 'issue per 
day for the first two months of that 
year was 50, while at exactly doubled 
or increased to 100 per day by the end 
of that samo year. This average again 
advanced to 150 by tho termination of 
1907, while during tho past year . the 
highest monthly average was 19G. 

Theso figures clearly show that tho 
library Is steadily growing In popular 
favor and the Issue of books upon tho 
first day of tho present year forms an 
absolute record.

which our mothers and grandmothers 
had to perform. We know nothing of 
the hardships and privations which 
many of them had to suffer. And yet 
we are busier than women were in 
the days when they not only nursed 
the children and kept the house but 
assisted their husbands In out-of-door 
tasks which would be considered 1111- 
sutable for our sex. 

Is there any reason why house- 
keepers of today should bo obliged to 
work harder than those who lived in 
any other period r>r are they less 
qualified for the accomplishment of 
their duties? Is the "nervousness" of 
which we hear so much the result of 
weakness physical and mental? Or is 
then 1 upon the average woman of the 
twentieth century a greater strain than 
there was, say, In the middle of the 
nineteenth? The. questions are much 
easier asked than answered. Yet there 
are changes in the conditions of living 
which tell against the woman of the 
twentieth century. 

Strange though it may seem per- 
haps the greatest of these Is due to the 
spread of education. Children In these 
days have no time to help their moth- 
ers. Not only do girls go to school 
,-it a very early age but they remain 
much longer than their mothers them- 
selves did. No one, even Injjmoderate 
circumstances, thinks of keeping the 
daughter at home to help. She must 
at least enter the high school. Under 
the present system tho tlmo of a girl 
after school Is largely occupied in 
study. A few days ago a teacher said 
that the minimum of work boys and 
girls of fifteen or sixteen should be 
required to do at home would occupy 
three hours. It can easily be seen that 
under such conditions the mother can- 
not look for help from the school 
girls. The pupils must have tlmo for 
recreation and oixcept in an emer- 
gency cannot be expected to undertake 
further responsibilities. No Incon- 
siderable number of gir's nowadays 
spend the early years of womanhood 
in college. Main- of the daughters of 
Canadian homes are either engaged in 
teaching or are preparing for teaching. 
While spinning and weaving were do- 
mestic occupations and when clothing 
was made at home the services of trie 
daughters of tie' house were available 
at times for the ordinary work of the 
home. Now the girls leave home to 
enter factories, to serve In stores and 
to do almost everything else except 
engage in domestic service. The cost 
id' living has Increased and that com- 
bined with the distaste for household 
employments makes It very difficult 
to obtain efficient help. In many 
farmhouses, in the houses of most me- 
chanics, in short in all but the homes 
of the very poor, "a girl" could be 
engaged whenever she was needed. 
Now the man must have a good income 
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That you can send a parcel weigh- 
ing ten pounds to any part ot tho 
city for ten cents.

Wo have agreed to rob 
ourselves of sleep In order that wo 
may gain time for enjoyment. People 
who must rise betimes In the morning 
sit up till after midnight and as a 
consequence rise unrefreshed. How 
far all this entails needless labor and 
how far such conditions can be reme- 
died may artord food for thought. Be- 
fore wo find fault with the women of 
this ago for their want of repose we 
must consider whether or not they 
have time for rest. One thing Is cer- 
tain. Housekeepers, no more than 
other classes of workers, can bear the 
strain of continuous work. Health, 
whether of body or mind, requires 
rest.

EPIPHANY 

The church festival of the Epiphany 
will be observed tomorrow, Wednes- 
day, tile 6th Instant and the commun- 
ion service will be celebrated in Christ 
Church Cathedral at 8 a.m. 

Ac tho festival of the Epiphany falls 
upon tomorrow, It will be of Interest to 
state that the word itself conies from 
the Greek Eplphaneia, meaning a 
allowing forth or a manifestation. 

Among the Greeks this word was of 
old used to denote the appearance of a 
God to his worshippers; while subse- 
quently it was employed to designate 
the manifestation, or appearance, of 
Christ upon earth to the Gentiles, with 
especial reference in the Western 
church to his adoration by the Magi, 
which event is always commemorated 
upon the lith of January, or twelve 
days after Christmas, for which reason 
It is also known as Twelfth Day. 

Until the end of the fourth century 
the 6th of January was celebrated as 
the festival of Christ's Nativity and 
Baptism. 

The feast of tho Epiphany was once 
a time of great popular festivity, being 
originally designated in honor of the 
Three Kings, and one of its chief fea- 
tures being the choico of a King of 
tho Feast by means of a bean which 
was secreted in tho Twelfth Cake. 

When, on the eve of this Feast, t?iis 
cake was cut up nnd distributed, tho 
person In whoso portion the bean was 
found was chosen King, and hence was 
called the Bean King, although tills 
manner of choico by means of a bean 
was also in use at some other popular 
festivals. 

Tho Magi, in Accadian, the language 
•of the early Turanian inhabituntd of 



I3abylonia and Media, imga signifying 
august and reverend, was the title of 
their learned and priestly caste. The 
Magi originally were not only the 
keepers of sacred things and of the 
learning of the people, tho philosophers 
and the servants of God, but also tho 
divine augurs and astrologers, who 
were supposed to be capable of calling 
up the dead witli the aid of awful for- 
mulas, etc., etc. They were, moreover, 
held in the highest reverence; no trans- 
action could take pluce without or 
against their advice. They were in- 
vested with unbounded Influence both 
in public and in private life and en- 
trusted with the education of the. 
young princes, while they wore tho 
constant companions of the ruling 
monarch. 

Tlio name also seems to have been 
used as a generic term for astrologers 
as is evidenced by the New Testament 
narrative of the visit of the Magi to 
the infant Christ. 

As the Three Kings, their names be- 
came known In the Middle Ages, and 
Bede distinguishes them as Ktispar, 
Melchlor and Balthasar, the Chaldean 
name for Daniel, while Melchlor signl- 
lles tlio King of Light. The bones of 
these three kings are said to be de- 
posited In the Cathedral at Cologne. 

In tho calendar tho three days after 
New Year's Day bear their names and 
the youngest of the three is generally 
represented in works of art as being a 
black man. , 

Gradually, however, their influence 
began to wane and from being the. 
highest caste they fell to the rank of 
wandering jugglers, fortune tellers. and 
quacks. 

The Semetic nation, afterwards dom- 
inant in Babylonia and Assyria, mado 
use of tills name for its learned castes 
and out" of the Semetic form tho 
Greeks made the -word Magos, from 
which wo get tho wocds magi and 
magic. 

One custom deserves to be partic- 
ularized. Tho Sovereigns of England 
upon this day niake an oblation of 
gold, of frankincense and of myrrh be- 
fore tho altar of the Chapel Royal. 

Tlils.offering is now performed by 
deputy, but until comparatively re- 
cent times It was always made in per-

Will British Columbia Rugby 
Team Next Year Win Back 
. Championship 



After winning three times from Van- 
couver's best tho representatives of 
the Stanford university have left for 
the south. They took the overland 
route and carried witli them the hand- 
some Copper-Keith trophy, tho em- 
blem of the Paclllc coast champion- 
ship. 

Tho cup was presented to tho visit- 
ors' coach, George Presley, on Sat- 
urday night by F. D. McD. Russell, 
president of tho Vancouver club. In 
reply Mr. Presley said: "In accepting 
this handsomo trophy on behalf of the 
Stanford team, I desire to state that 
wo won It from the fairest and clean- 
est bunch of sportsmen that any time 
we have every played against. I am 
Sure that when • Vancouver comes to 
Stanford to play for this trophy they 
will receive the same courteous and 
kind treatment from us. 1 thank, you, 
gentlemen." 

The transfer of the highest rugh? 
honor of the cjast from tho British 
to tho American side is something that 
was not expected to occur immediately. 
Tho success of the college athletes 
Is believed by those who have followed 
tho game to be peculiarly significant. 
When a British Columbia, team llrst 
visited California the Idea was to in- 
troduce to that state tho popular Brit- 
ish form of winter sport. There was 
some doubt In the minds of many as 
to whether It would "catch on" be- 
cause of tho prejudice in favor of the 
more strenuous pastime in vogue 
among the principal American univer- 
sities. That It was able to stand the 
test and that it soon won its way Into 
the favor of the student athletes and 
i'.io general public is evinced by the 
spirit and enthusiasm with which It 
has been played since and the time 
devoted by the southerners in master- 
ing its intricacies. That their efforts 
have not been futile is demonstrated 
by their winnings against Vancouver, 
the holders of British Columbia's 
championship. 

I3 it Likely to Return? 

Now that the cup has left this sido 
of the border the question Is .whether 
it is likely to return soon. It must 
be acknowledged that the chances are 
not as rosy as they might be. Stan- 
Is strong. They have at command a 
bunch of stalwart, willing young men. 
In the last couple of years their one 
serious handicap was the fact that 
they were not thoroughly conversant 
with the English rugby. Now, how- 
ever, they know it from A Jo z, and 
they are possessed of a capable coach. 
Under such circumstances it will be 
difficult fo muster a western Canadian 
team capable to meet them on their 
own arena, before their lusty root- 
ers, and carry off the prize which they 
have so earnestly striven for and so 
deservedly captured. 

Victoria's Position 

In accordance with the regulations 
the team holding the premier place in 
this province Is that entitled to meet 
tho coast champions. Therefore, it, is 
not improbable that the Victoria club, 
next year, will be confronted with tin' 
problem of assembling a team to com- 
pete with tho college lads.

Local tennis entluuiasts have been 
discussing tho possibility of important 
changes being made in the rules of the 
game of the National Association and, 
hitherto, little definite information has 
been available. However, in English 
exchanges just to hand the action of 
the governing organization Is clearly 
defined and it is apparent that no 
really vital alterations have been for- 
mulated and sanctioned. Tlie only rule 
tampered with Is that relating to serv- 
ing and, in that connection, it Is laid 
down that 

(J) Tlie server shall before com- 
mencing to serve stand with both feet 
at rest on the ground behind (i.e., fur- 
ther from the net than) the base-lino 
and within tho limits of tho Imagin- 
ary continuation of the centre-service 
and side-lines, and thereafter the serv- 
er shall not run, walk, hop, or jump 
before tho service lias boon delivered, 
but the server may raise one foot from 
(and, if desired, roplaoe it on) the 
ground, provided that both feet are 
kept behind the base-line until tho 
service has been delivered. 

(2) The service shall be delivered' 
from the right and left courts alter- 
nately, beginning from tho right in 
every game, even though odds be giv- 
en or owed, and tho ball served shall 
drop within the service-line, half 
court-line, and sido lino of the court 
which Is diagonally opposite to that 
from which it was served or upon any 
sucli line. 

(3) It is a fault if the server com- 
mit any breach of Law 7, or if the 
service be delivered from tho wrong 
court, or if tho ball served drop in the 
net or beyond the service-line, or if it 
drop out of court or in the wrong 
court, if the server, in attempting to 
serve, miss tho ball altogethor, it does 
not count a fault; but if tho ball be 
touched, no matter how slightly, by 
tho racket, a service is thereby deliv- 
ered, and the laws governing the ser- 
vice at onno apply. 

It is well to point out that the laws 
as amended do not alter In any way 
the spirit of the regulations which 
hitherto obtained. What a -foot fault 
is, however,- more clearly defined.

YUAN SHI KAI'S 
DISMISSAL DISCUSSED 

It Will Probably. Result in an 
Open War Between tlie 
Rivals 



Letters received hero from Pekin 
show that Yuan Shi Kal's downfall 
was due to hatred for him by tho new 
regent, Prince Chun, and that It was 
not unexpected. A Japanese corres- 
pondent writing from Peking, under 
date of Dec. 8, says: , 

"We at Peking anticipate a grave 
disturbance In three months at all 
events within six. The selection of the 
new emperor has widened the breach 
between the powerful Yuan and his 
enemies, the new regent, Prince Chun, 
being determined to bring about his 
downfall. The regent hates him. AVhen 
I'll Yl was selected as emperor neither 
Yuan or Prince Chung attended the 
grand council at which the selection 
was made. Both were known to have 
favored the nomination of Prince 
Chlng's grandson, and when they knew 
the grand council determined to select 
Pu Yl they remained away. It Is only 
a question of time before the new re- 
gent brings about the downfall of 
Yuan Shi Kal, and that day will be a 
sorry 0110 for China. If the army still 
is loyal to Yuan, which is a question, 
his downfall would be followed by a 
grave disturbance. 

Yuan Shi Kal, tho grand councillor 
whose dismissal is reported from Pe- 
king, was considered the strongest man 
In China, and by many was looked up- 
on as a Moses who was to lend China 
to the position of a world power. After 
the deatlt of LI Hung Chang, Yuan 
Shi Kal rose step by step, until three 
or four yours ago when, as Viceroy of 
Chili, living nt Tientsin, ho had an 
army of 80,000 modern drilled and 
comparatively efficient troops under his 
control. Unless tho cabal which has 
seemingly accomplished his downfall at 
Peking has alienated the troops from 
him there wdll doubtless be trouble as 
a result of his dismissal. 

A Victorian, who visited Yuan Shi 
Kal in September. )!•()",, at his great 
palace on tho river bank at Peking, 
where sentries with modern rifles 
stood on guard, heard the great Chin- 
ese speak of the efforts made at that 
time to undermine him at Peking. He 
had his own agents, his own secret 
service, and even a wireless telegraphic 
operator who received messages from 
Peking, to keep him Informed of the 
efforts ngninst him. Ills chief rival 
at that time was the powerful Chang 
Chili Tung. Since it was roported that 
these two strong men bad become 
friends, the Empress Dowager, before 
her death, having arranged a marriage 
between their children. The viceregal 
palace of Yuan, at Tientsin, is a splen- 
did place, with gorgeously-colored 
walls, variegated ornaments and armies 
of officials, all clad In long flowing 
gowns of silk with rich embroideries 
that they seemed like fields of cloth of 
gold. Usually troops were being dril- 
led in the outer courtyard. 

Is Progressive. 

Yuan Shi Kal at that time was 
enthusiastic about the new China, tho 
modern China that was to be. He 
spoke of the modern army ho proposed 
to organize with his own foreign-dril- 
led troops as 11 nucleus, of many ro- 
forms he proposed to arrange. Then 
he would revert to talk of his enemies, 
the cabal at Peking which sought his 
downfall. 

Two years later the Court adminis- 
tered a rebuke to him at the instiga- 
tion of political enemies which, it was 
thought, would lead to the retirement 
of the great Viceroy. Hut he did not 
retire. He fought Intrigue with in- 
trigue, lie was soon as powerful as 
before, 

Taug Shao Yi, the official now in the 
United States on a diplomatic mission 
to "Washington, accompanied by Prince 



Pu Lun, Is a protege of tlie dethroned 
grand councillor, and the movement 
will affect him keenly. 

Not Old. 

Yuan Is not an old man, slightly 
over fifty, and during tho last two de- 
cades he has held a prominent place 
In Chinese history. Tho late Empress 
Dowager was suspicious of him. Some 
Chinese who attacked him claimed he 
even looked to tho throne. Ho is a 
native of Honan, and prior to 1S0C had 
filled no more important office than 
that of tho officer commanding Chinese 
troops in Corea In 18811, and of Chinese 
resident of Seoul from 1885 until 1S94, 
when the outbreak of the Chino- Japan- 
ese war rendered further service in 
that capacity impossible. In October 01' 
1804, Yuan Shikai as he Is also called, 
now become a Taotai, was made direc- 
tor-general of a force of modern 
trained Chinese troops that had been 
gathered together at Hsiao Chau, a 
place Home twenty-five miles from 
Tientsin. Realizing the truth of tho 
lessons forced homo upon him by the 
results of the Chino- Japanese war, 
Yuan Shikai abandoned the old school, 
and threw hlmsolf Into the work of 
creating a really efficient army. Ho 
clothed, fed, housed, armed and drilled 
his troops in the most thoroughgoing 
fashion, so much so, Indeed, that tho 
camp at Hsiao Chan soon became a 
centre, of military activity. Proving 
himself to be -a born soldier, and pre- 
ferring to be honest, ho demanded 
honesty in his subordinates, and so 
Identified himself with the modern 
movement that his name was brought 
before the lato Emperor by tho leaders 
of the reform party, whose activities 
were now giving rise to much discus- 
sion in Imperial circles. 

While tho late Emperor nominally 
sided with the reformers, the Dowager- 
Empress was on the sido of the Con- 
servatives, and, accordingly, the Em- 
peror sent for Yuan Shi Kal, and 
ordered him to execute privately Jung 
Lai, one of the leaders of tho anti- 
reform party, and, at the same time, 
to make a prisoner of the Dowager- 
Empress. Unfortunately for this plan 
Jung Lu had been Yuan Shlkal's 
first patron, and feeling of gratitude 
compelled him to communicate the 
Emperor's message before taking 
any action. Jung Lu, thus warned, 
advlced in turn the Dowager-Em- 
press, who arranged on September 
22, 1S98, the famous coup d'etat by 
which the Emperor himself was placed 
under restraint while tho reform move- 
ment was killed. For his action on 
this occasion Yuan Shi kal was made, 
in lS'Jfi, Governor of .Shantung, to 
Which post he transferred his troops 
from Hsiao Chau, continuing, hut on a 
larger scale, tho military reforms 
which already had been crowned with 
such signal success. 

Favored Foreigners. 
Although siding with the Dowager- 
Empress in 180H, he was one of the 
few important officials who refused 
to obey her behests to light the 
foreigners when tho troubles of 1900 
broke out. As a consequence, Shan- 
tung was partically free from foreign 
invasion during the Boxers crisis, and 
when Li Hung Chang died on No- 
vember 7, 1001, it was to the expo- 
nent of his prudent policy, so success- 
fully revealed in Shantung, that the 
Imperial Government looked for suc- 
cessors to the departed statesman. 
Transferred immediately from Shan- 
tung to the Metroplitan Province, and 
enjoying tho favor of tho Dowager- 
Empress, within four years the word 
of the Viceroy of Chl-ll had become 
paramount throughout China. 

in the early days of his regime lie 
turned his attention both to Peking, 
the capital, and to Tientsin, the treaty 
port, and Inaugurated In those two 
centres a progressive policy, founded 
upon principles of common sense and 
t.umanlty. In this way lie ordered 
the abolition of torture, extended his 
patronage to the movement for the 
suppression of opium, and generally 
embarked upon a campaign of political 
social, and municipal reform. His 
standard of authority in the army was 
based upon an almost merciless sever- 
ity, but. tin; spirit of discipline was 
fostered thereby, and respect for com- 
manding officers inculcated, and in- 
stantaneous obedience secured. The 
same system was adopted in supres- 
slng the remnants of the Boxer move- 
ment, and If beads were cut off easily 
a taste for law and order was re- 
quired that spread no less rapidly. 
Army Now Efficient. 
Apart from the improvements which 
ho lias introduced the most striking 
examples of his reconstructive genius 
is tho highly efficient condition in 
which tlie Imperial army now exists. 
In order that there should be a nucleus 
to his scheme for improving military 
service, he brought his soldiers from 
Shantung to Pckln, ultimately con- 
verting Chinese society to a liking for 
a military career. Better weapons 
and more modern guns were Intro- 
duced, new divisions created and added 
until the character and organization 
of Yuan Shi Ida's army elicited tlie ad- 
miration of all foreigners, when, of a 
sudden, he was deprived of the com- 
mand of the Northern forces by rea- 
son of his ostentatious patronage of 
tho Imperial Throne. Almost nt the 
Sleight of his power he was stripped 
of a number of offices and permitted 
to. exercise hut a tithe of the author- 
ity usually invested in the . Viceroy 
of Chlh-11, although his later office 
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certainly made a considerable res- 
titution. 

Has Many Wives. 

Like all Chinese officials, he pos- 
sesses a largo domestic establishment, 
in which, however, wives unci con- 
cubines are in equal strength. A hard 
worker, and keeping In touch with 
Western thought by tlio aid of inter- 
preters and translators, tho obligations 
of his position impose, upon him con- 
siderable state. Troops are every- 
where in his yamen, and a private 
telegraph service links him to the Im- 
perial palace, so that he has direct 
communication with tho Imperial 
family. As men go, Yuan Shi kal is 
young, but, unlike his predecessors 
he Is neither a gentleman by birth, 
nor a scholar by education. Ills posi- 
tion today, therefore, is unique, and 
5ie may bo described as the very an- 
tithesis or 1,1 Hung Chang, who, in 
every way, was a type of tho Chinese 
aristocrat. 

In appearance. Yuan Shikai is short 
thick-set and vigorous, with the neck 
of a bull, nnd tlie complexion of a 
peasant. Full-blooded, practical, and 
ambitions, he Is thoroughly opposed 
to the academic traditions of his race. 
Affable to foreigners, he squeezes them 
as one squeezes an orange, and having 
extracted their essence, has no further 
use for them. Although his know- 
ledge of the Occident Is second-hand, 
and he has never been out of China, 
Yuan Shi kal has a shrewd discrim- 
inating comprehension of tho value of 
European improvements. At the 
same time, he stands on the policy of 
China for tho Chinese, and, In en- 
couraging the exclusion of the West, 
he anticipates cheerfully enough the 
day when China no longer will bo 
dependent upon the foreigners. 
China's Greatest Man. 

Foreigners in China will regard the 
dismissal of Yuan Shi kal as a national 
calamity. Putman "Weale, tho well 
known writer on far eastern political 
affair;;, regarded him ns China's 
greatest man. AVhen he was charged 
with malversation of funds, a little 
over a year ago, It was generally 
stated by the foreign press of China 
that if his enemies encompassed his 
downfall "It would be a calamity," as 
one writer put it. His enemies were 
mostly reactionists and the dismissal 



is considered a blow to reform. 

By many Chinese Yuan Shi Ital 
was stated to have put an 
end to the late Emperor fol- 
ing tho death of the Empress- 
The Recent Situation. 

A Chinese writer, writing of the re- 
cent happenings at Peking following 
tho death of the rulers, said: "To un» 
derstand the present it is first neces- 
sary to glance at tho dramatic per- 
sonao and note a few facts about 
them. First there is the Empress 
Dowager, the great central personage, 
about whom the whole Chinese poli- 
tical world lias revolved for years. 
Next, the Emperor Kwang Hsu, for 
ten long years the prisoner of his 
astute aunt who, by changing his 
guards regularly twice a month, ef- 
fectually prevented that unhappy 
young man from forming any connec- 
tions or links with possible friends. 
Then follow Prince Wang, Manchu, 
one of the great personages at court, 
and lately made head of the board of 
war, and with him Yuan Shi Kal, 
Chinese, the renowned progressive 
loader but llfty years of age, who has 
already held most of the positions of 
authority In tho north. Fong Tsan, 
Manchu (now In Japan), commander- 
in-chief of tho northern forces, and 
Yang Hal Hslang, Chinese viceroy of 
Chill, are also supposed to bo follow- 
ers of tho above two chief actors. On 
tho other side we'' have Chang Chili 
Tung, the very embodiment of "China 
for the. Chinese," a great scholar, and 
yet withal alive to the need of radical 
changes all round if tho empire is to 
continue. Till recently bo hold the 
control of Central China in his hand, 
latterly ho has held Important offices 
in Peking. With him is Tteh Liang, 
Manchu, formerly commander of tho 
army, and now holding Important 
posts. And last, but not least, the 
heirs to tho throne, Pu Lun, a young 
man of twenty-live, now In America 
with Tang Shao I, Yuan Shi Kill's 
henchman, and Pu Yi, tho son of 
Prince Chun. Both "these heirs seem 
to havo equal right to the throne. 

"Now with tho way prepared wo can 
better appreciutc what h«n been taken 
place In Peking.

New Rail to Manzanillo Opens 
Big Field to Merchants of 
Victoria 



AVitli nearly a Cull cargo, including 
about a thousand tons of grain, the 
steamer Lonsdale, of the Canadian- 
Mexican line, will sail from the Outer 
Wharf this morning for Guaymas, 
Manzanillo, Mussntlun, Acapulco and 
Sallna Cruz. The wheat shipment 
being taken by the Lonsdale is the 
biggest sent to .Mexico, sod is expected 
to be tile forerunner of largo shipments 
In the southern republic. The balance 
of the cargo is made up chiefly of 
lumber. A scovvload of ties from the 
Sidney mills was brought to the Outer 
Wharf for the steamer and. together 
with a shipment of hoy. shooks brought 
from Anacortes, forms the freight 
loaded at this port. The grain, which 
was loaded at Vancouver, was brought 
from Calgary. The Lonsdale is live 
days late in leaving. Bound north she 
will omit the call at Guaymas and 
come north direct from Manzanillo. It 
is expected that both the Georgia, 
whicli is now northbound from Salina 
Cruz, and the Lonsdale on her return 
voyage, will bring further shipments 
of freight from the United Kingdom by 
way of the Ferfo Carril Nationals do 
Tehuantapec across the Mexican Isth- 
mus. Tlie Mexican Central railway, 
which crosses from Manzanillo to 
Tamplco on the Atlantic coast, has 
been completed since the Lonsdale 
came north and it is expected that the 
shipments from Manzanillo northward 
will be increased. 



UNDERWRITERS ABANDON 
THE QUEEN CHRISTINA 

Big Freighter Lost Thirteen Months 
Ago Off California Coast Breaks 
Her Back 



The steamer Queen Crlstlna, which 
went ashore during fog in November, 
3 907, on the North Seal rocks, near 
San Francisco, has been abandoned as 
a total loss by the underwriters after 
they have vainly month after month 
hoping that steps taken to salve 
the steamer would prove successful. 
When the steamer went ashore it was 
decided by the experts sent to survey 
her that salvage operations would be 
taken in the spring, and on account of 
the high value of the steamer every 
effort would be made to lloat her. Ex- 
pensive salvage operations were car- 
ried on, lasting over thirteen months, 
and now news has been received that 
the big freighter has broken her back 
and will be a total loss. There will 
be some salvage. *,ut the value recover- 
able will be small. The Queen Cristlna 
which wa sowned by Thomas Dunlnp 
and Sons, of Glasgow, was in ballast 
bound north to British Columbia for 
coal at the time of the accident. She 
was insured at Lloyds for $200,000. 



FRANK WATERH0USE 

LOOKS FOR REVIVAL 



Expects Better Business in Shipping 
Trade of the Pacific During the 
Coming Year 



Frank Waterhous-e, of Seattle, man- 
aging agent of the Weir liners, in tin- 
Oriental and Australian trade, speaks 
optimistically of the aspects of the 
Pacific shipping trade this year. He 
said: 

"My opinion is that the shipping 
business generally will show some Im- 
provement this year over last, but 1 
am not looking for any return to nor- 
mal conditions for twelve or eighteen 
months yet. The Orient was hit hard 
by the general depression and it will 
take a long time to recover." 

"The demand I'or lumber in Austra- 
lia is fairly good. The Waterhouse 
lines have contracts for carrying 
12,000,000 feet to Australia and New 
Zealand, which will furnish business 
for the liners to the Antipodes until 
next September." 

In reference to the 1 outlook for flour, 
Mr. Watevhouse stated that the pre- 
vailing high domestic price of wheat, 
as usual, is affecting the export trade. 
However, he added, the Orient has had 
little money of late with which to pur- 
chase this commodity. Reports from 
the Far East state that there is a large 
quantity of Hour in stock in Hong- 
kong, but not much is left in Japan. 

The Oriental liners of tin- Bank fleet 
will hereafter discharge their, inward 
cargoes at Seattle, instead of at Ta- 
conia, as in the past. 

The new British steamer Yoserlc, 
one of the latest additions to the Bank 
line, is now en route from New York 
to Australia via Cape of Good Hope.

IMMIGRATION LINE • 

VIA PANAMA CANAL 



Hamburg-American Company Propose 
to Send Steamers to This Coast 
Via New Waterway 



One of the first steamers to go 
through the Panama canal will be a 
big Hamburg-American liner, carrying 
immigrants direct from Europe to San 
Francisco, according to private advices 
from Washington, D.C., says the San 
Francisco Chronicle. Agents of the 
great German steamship company aro 
said to have been in consultation with 
officers of the department of immigra- 
tion concerning the' facilities at this 
port for accommodating a big Influx of 
immigrants. 

It is said that the plans of the com- 
pany contemplate establishing a regu- 
lar steamer service between Europe 
and San Francisco via the Isthmus of 
Panama. At first .steamers will be 
cleared probably only once a month, 
but as the patronage improves, and it 
is confidently believed that It will be 
characterized by a prodigious develop- 
ment, steamers will be run frequently. 

Otlicers of the steamship company 
are reported to have said that tile most 
advantageous destination for immi- 
grants are vast areas of agricultural 
lands in the western States, and with 
the advent of the Panama canal it is 
believed that the better class of Euro- 
peans can be brought to America more 
cheaply and under much better condi- 
tions via the Isthmian route. 

The present conditions of Immigra- 
tion are said to be unsatisfactory both 
to the United States government and 
to the steamship company, Inasmuch 
as Europeans, who are distinctly agrar- 
ians and agriculturists, are unable to 
pay for the long rail trip necessary 
to reach suitable places of living. In 
consequence they are left in the big 
cities on and near the Atlantic sea- 
board, where they are hardly desirable 
citizens, being unsulted to the environ- 
ments and unlit for urban forms of 
livelihood, 

Under the projected scheme they can 
be placed on the vast agricultural dis- 
tricts of the west at a nominal ex- 
penditure for rail transportation and 
permitted to follow vocations similar 
to those they left in Europe, 

It is understood that the plan con- 
templates the construction of special 
docking facilities in this city for the 
accommodation of the big steamers. 



Three regular lines of airships are 
to be in full operation in the near 
I future in Germany. The German 
Aerostations company, founded three 
months ago by three groups of finan- 
ciers and sportsmen in Berlin, Frank- 
furt and Cassel, respectively, has now 
ordered seven airships of the Zeppelin 
model to establish regular traffic be- 
tween 27 German towns. 

The first lines will he Frledrich- 
shafen, Nuremberg, Leipsic, Berlin, 
Hamburg, Bremen, Cologne, Coblenz, 
Mayencc, Frankfurt, Mannheim and 
Strasburg, ending at Friedrichshafen. 
i The second line embraces Friedrich- 
shafen to Munich, Nuremberg. Plauen, 
Dresden, Berlin, Madgeburg, Hanover, 
Cassel, Frankfurt, Mayence, Metz, 
Strasburg, Stuttgart, and thence to 
Friedrichshafen. The third line takes 
the following route: Friedrichshafen, 
Wurzburg, Gotha, Brunswick, Ham- 
burg, Kiel, Flensburg, Frederica and 
Copenhagen. 

Special stations at which the air- 
ships can land m any weather will be 
established in these towns, the com- 
pany having taken out patents for 
special appliances for anchoring air- 
ships. The principal terminus of the 
airship lines will be established at 
Friedrichshafen, because the company 
proposes to meet the desire of the 
German war ollice to establish a dm in 
of aero stations between Count Zep- 
pelin's headquarters and Berlin. 

Hopes are entertained that a govern- 
ment subvention will be granted to tlie 
company, on condition that the stations 
are available for tin; fleet of aerial 
warships which tlie war ollice will soon 
possess. Tlie German Aerial Navy 
League has also been planning the es- 
tablishment of a chain of stations, as 
now proposed^by the company before 
mentioned. Tne chairman of the com- 
mittee of the league, I-Ierr von Nieber, 
having carefully examined the com- 
pany's project, has expressed the 
warmest approval of it. 

The airships will carry ten passen- 
gers, in addition to tlie crew. The 
fares will necessarily be high, but it is 
anticipated many passengers who now 
travel by train de luxe will in future 
prefer airships.

OIL STEAMER SUNK 

BY BOMBARDMENT 



Novel Device Resorted to With Burn- 
ing Oil Steamer Kalomo Near 
Singapore 



The novel device of sinking a ship 
to save its cargo was resorted to in 
the case of the steamer Kalomo, of the 
Bucknall line, which reached Singapore 
recently with lire raging aboard. 

According to details received in yes- 
terday's mails, the crew had endeavor- 
ed unsuccessfully to quench the flames, 
and owing to tlie dangerous character 
of the cargo the Kalomo had to be 
brought up at anchor some distance 
from the harbor. Notwithstanding the 
assistance which was forthcoming tlie 
llames, which had broken out In the 
forepart of the liner, continued to gain. 
Attempts were made to scuttle the 
ship, but these were unsuccessful, and, 
owing to the Increasing danger of ex- 
plosions, tlie crew were compelled to 
abandon the vessel. 

The engine room and one of the holds 
were flooded, but still the ship did not 
sink, and as It was dangerous to ap- 
proach tlie burning liner, the only 
course open to those, responsible, if 
any of the cargo was to be saved, was 
to sink the ship by firing shots into 
her. Several shots were directed into 
the burning hold forward, and as this 
filled the Kalomo gradually sank In 
shallow water.

in the Lords and claimed the right to 
vote at the election of the parliament- 
ary representatives of the universities. 
Miss Chrystal MacMillan and Miss 
Frances Simpson are the names of 
these champions, who argue that as 
they and other women who have gone 
through an university course are sup- 
posed to possess all the privileges of 
masters of arts, they are entitled to 
vote at parliamentary elections. 

This right has been refused them on 
the ground that the act containing the 
university franchise did not contem- 
plate women being admitted to de- 
grees. The women contend that since 
the act does not explicitly exclude 
them they are implicitly Included in its 
provisions. The Scottish courts have 
declined to take this view, and It is 
their decision which the House of 
Lords is requested to reverse. 

Misses MacMillan and Simpson 
themselves conducted the case. Wo- 
men have before appeared before the 
Lords. In fact, Miss MacMillan, In 
her opening remarks, referred to a 
woman who appeared In person before 
the House of Lords in 18G9 and spoke 
for twenty-three days. Neither Miss 
MacMillan nor her colleague had any 
ambition to rival that strenuous ex- 
ponent of Woman's inalienable right 
to talk as long as she pleased.

For a few minutes last evening the 
Oak Bay council sat as a court jf Re- 
vision. A-ctinp Reeve Henderson oc- 
cupied Ihe .chair. Immediately on the 
convention of tho meeting it wus an- 
nounced that there were no applica- 
tions for the placing of names on the 
voters' lists and no protests had been 
formally filed. That being the casa a 
motion to adjourn carried and, for a 
brief session the councillors indulged 
in free discussion, their conversation 
dwelling principally on the comforta- 
ble quarters they were going to have 
now that the new school building was 
about ready for occupancy. 

At the regular session, which was 
called promptly at S o'clock, thero 
was little business transacted. Tho 
Acting Reeve presided and those pres- 
ent were Councillors Noble, Fernle, 
McGregor and Newton. The reading 
and adoption of the minutes was fol- 
lowed by tho submittal of tho usual 
report from the Roads, Sewers and 
Bridges committee. The latter dealt 
with a number of matters of minor 
importance. Applications for the ex- 
tension o£ sewerage to Vlnlng and oth- 
er streets in that vicinity. It was an- 
nounced, had been left in abeyance for 
the consideration of the incoming 
council. Instructions had been given 
the proper officials to stop the haul- 
ing of gravel from tho beaches and 
also steps had been taken to regulate 
the width of the tires of wagons en- 
gaged In traffic over the roads of the 
municipality In accordance with the 
weight of the load carried. The re- 
port was adopted without discussion. 
A statement of tho finance commit- 
e, detailing the accounts of the past 
month which had been paid, was read 
by the clerk and received tho further 
endorsatlon of the council. 

Threatens Suit. 
Barnard and Robertson, solicitors, 
wrote In behaif of their client, Arthur 
Gore, demanding payment of $S0 for 
eight months rent due on gravel which 
has been kept on his property. It 
was stated that unless the sum was 
paid before the 10th of January action 
would be taken through tho courts. 
Councillor Newton moved, and it was 
seconded, that tho matter be loft over 
to be dealt with by the next council 
and that Barnard and Robertson he 
informed of tho course pursued. 

Councillor Fornie recommended that 
the secretary of the school board 
should be informed of the necessity 
of obtaining fuel for the heating of 
tho now school building. This was 
put in the form of a motion and car- 
ried. 

The proposal that a public meeting 
should bo called at which the Acting 
Reeve and the Councillors would have 
an opportunity of laying beforo tho 
residents of the district an outline of 
the municipal work that has been ac- 
complished during tho Inst twelve 
months and that which is contemplat- 
ed was spoken of by Councillor New- 
ton. He wanted to know whether it 
wouldn't be a good idea to set a date 
for tho gathering. The present, he un- 
derstood, was to bo tho last regular 
session of the council beforo the elec- 
tion and, therefore. It was Important 
that the time when they would meet 
the electors should be settled. 

Public Meeting Thursday. 

It was decided unanimously that oil 
Thursday, the 14th, there would be a 
public meeting at tho new school house 
for the purpose of giving tho people 
of Oak Bay a chance of obtaining a 
thorough insight into what the council 
has been doing and what wero the 
questions with which it will have to 
grapple . through 1909. 

Councillor Newton declared that 
something should bo done to guard 
against accident at a'polht wli'ere the 
beach drive, skirting the foreshore of 
Oak Bay district, takes a sharp curve. 
He said that it was extremely danger- 
ous and that it was made the more so 
because one of the outside posts In 
a fence enclosing property there pro- 
jected well into what was generally 
deemed to be the roadway heretofore. 
He had no doubt that the line wero 
laid correctly. What he wanted was 
that something be done to safeguard 
life. Already there had been several 
minor accidents and any day might 
develop something more serious. Ho 
understood that the property belonged 
to J. Cookson and he felt sure that 
Mr. Cookson would give the council 
permission to remove the part of his 
fence which was causing the trouble, 
providing it was agreed that It should 



bo replaced at the expenso of the mu- 
nicipality after the contemplated 
broadening of tho road was completed. 
The view of Councillor Newton was 
endorsed by Councillor McGregor. 

It was suggested as an alternative 
to Councillor Newton's proposal that 
a rail fence about thirty feet in length 
be constructed in line with that on 
Mr. Cookson's property and that the 
widening of the drive bo undertaken 
immediately. 

This was favored because it would 
do away with tho necessity of de- 
stroying a portion of the fence, al- 
ready In place. Therefore, on motion, 
It carried without dissension. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was ten- 
dered Acting Reeve Henderson for his 
faithful attendance at meetings since 
tho retirement of Reeve Oliver. It was 
acknowledged appropriately. 

A vote of thanks also was tendered 
tho secretary of the Board of School 
Trustees and tho contractor for their 
kindness in permitting the use of a 



Turn Down Agreement 

That the municipality of Oak Bay- 
will have nothing of tho agreement 
governing tho supply of water by the 
city which was drawn up by tho city 
solicitors, approval by tho council and 
referred to tho municipal council for 
consideration, was the Information 
contained in a letter from Messrs. Bod- 
well & Lawson, by which firm tho 
agreement was examined on be- 
half of the municipality. The 
agreement was drawn by the city only 
after the repeated requests of the mu- 
nicipality, but after it had been sub- 
mitted to the latter it was found, tho 
municipality claims, tlia* the most Im- 
portant detail, the question of price to 
bo paid by the municipality, was not 
definitely stated and thero were other 
points which wero not considered suf- 
ficiently clear. The Oak Bay council 
referred the agreement to Messrs. 
Bod well & Lawson for an opinion and 
that firm elves it us Its opinion that 
tho agreement Is not a proper one for 
the municipality to enter into. The

The -third innovation - suggested by 
Mayor Hall was that of a board of 
control. Such boards are now in ex- 
istence in Toronto, Ottawa, "Winnipeg, 
and elsewhere and have proved, ho 
said, a decided aid to proper civic 
government resulting in more economi- 
cal and efficient results. The board 
of f/ontrol would take up tho details 
of civic administration while the coun- 
cil looks after tho legislative work. 
The board sees to the proper carry- 
ing out of civic work, has supervi- 
sion over tho finances, streets and 
other details. The Vancouver city 
charter contains a provision for the 
establishment of such a body but so 
far advantage has not been taken of 
it. 

Alderman Norman thought such a 
body would be a good tiling if the 
members thereof were elected, while 
Alderman Oleason expressed himself 
as being in favor of tho principal 
which is carried out in the Old Coun- 
try and on the Continent in different I 
ways.

Emperor Slain. 

"On Nov. 8, Sunday, (or Nov. 9), tho 
Empress Dowager, having eaten too 
freely of melon as a cure for fever, 
according to report, was seized with 
violent dysentery. Feeling that her 
end was near she gave orders that the 
Emperor Kang Hsu should he put out 
of the way, and that Prince Chun's 
son Pu Yi should succeed to the throne. 



Yuan Shi Kai to tho full for having 
so basely betrayed him ten years ago. 
This much is certain that both the 
Empress Dowager and the Emperor 
departed this life within a short time 
of one another. 

"What happened next it is difficult to 
tell, for on the one hand we have 
Prince Chlng bringing four hundred 
soldiers into the palace, und this In 
conjunction with Yuan Shi Kai. On 
the other we have Prince Chun's 
son Pu Yi, proclaimed Emperor, with 
his father as regent, supported by 
Chang Chi Tung, and Tien Liang. 
Which party has therefore really got 
the upper hand it Is too soon to tell,

THE CATASTROPHE IN ITALY—TAORMINA 

This is a view of "Toarmina," on the east coast of Sicily, about thirty miles from Messina. The town Is 
built on a ledge of rock about 900 feet above sea level; It is formed of one main street, about a mile long; 
from almost any point of which one of the most magnllieent views in the world Is obtainable. At one end is 
tho ruin of the ancient Greek theatre, generally considered the linest example of ancient Grecian ruins. This 
picture shows the theatre. Sicily was the location of many Greek colonies in the days of Greek supremacy.

strive together for the true reforma- 
tion of their country." 

Seemingly the two great Chinese 
have not sunk their dispute, and for 
the time Chang Chlh Tung is In the 
ascendant and Yuan Shi Kai is down. 



Died Without Telling That Wife 
Had Inflicted the Mortal 
Wound 



London, Jan. 7. — A striking instance 
of a husband's devotion .vus revealed at 
tho Marylebone police court when Mrs. 
JOlsle Cooper, a young widow living at 
Conduit-residences, Haddington, was ac- 
cused of the manslaughter of her Ims- 
uand. Although, it is alleged, Airs. Coop- 
er stabbed her husband with a hatpin, 
the man. in order to shield Ins wife, con- 
cealed the fact for three months, and 
died without revealing his secret. 

Cooper was admitted to the Padding- 
ton Infirmary, hut no mention was made 
of the pin, and Its presence was not sua 
pected until the post-mortem examina- 
tion was made. At tho Inquest the 
widow said a hatpin entered her lui- 
shan's thigh while he was getting Into 
bed three months ago. and broke as he 
ivas pulling it out. lie did not consult 
n doctor, she asserted, and only became 
Hi some days before his death. 

A medical man stated that he found 
a piece of a hatpin In the man's lungs. 
This bad set up inflamatlon and caused 
death. In his opinion the fragment 
must have worked its way through the 
man's body and lodged In the lung. After 
hearing this evidence the jury returned 
a verdict of "Accidental Death," hill 
statements made by relatives caused the 
police to arrest Mrs. Cooper. When ar- 
rested she began to cry, and said: "I 
did stall him on May 17. It was >I)J 
husband's dying wish that I should say 
It was the baby that did it. 

"I did it under great provocation." 
she continued. "It was on Sunday night. 
I went out for a walk with my sister-in- 
law. My husband was standing ut tho 
corner of tho street when I got back 
He accused me of being unfaithful, bul 
I went upstairs and did not reply to 
him. When he came Indoor he repeated 
the statement, and this made me lose 
niy temper. 

"I rushed at him with my hatpin in 
my hand. Without thinking what I was 
doing I stuck It into his side, and it 
broke off. 

"We were both sorry then for what 
had happened, and made friends. Arth- 
ur said he would tell people he had done 
It accidentally."

No petition Is received L>y the Houso 
after thu first ten days of the ses- 
sion, nor may any private bill io pre- 
sented to tho House after tho first 
three weeks of the session, nor may any 
report of any conuniit.ee upon Private 
Bill bo received after tho first four 
weeks of tho session.

Detective Inspector Shot and 
Killed By Assassins in 
Calcutta 



Calcutta, Jan. 4. — Two days after 
the attempt on the life of Sir Andrew 
Fraser, Lieutenant-Governor of Ben- 
gal, Detective-Inspector Nundo Lall 
Bannerjl was shot in Serpentine lane, 
Calcutta. Some account of tho mur- 
der has been telegraphed, but addition- 
al particulars are now available. Ap- 
parently the whole affairs had been 
well thought out and every detail 
carefully planned. That the assassins 
were able to carry out their de&lgn 
in a congested part of the town at a 
time when there would be u number of 
persons moving about points to their 
being able to rely upon af safe 
refuge not far from the scene of their 
crime; for although the attack was 
made at a cross-road, and at seven 
o'clock in the evening, the miscreants 
appear to have been able to get away 
comfortably. 

Inspector Bannerjl lived In Koran! 
Bagan, a locality almost at the back 
of the Church of Scotland Zenana 
.Mission, about a hundred yards in 
the direction of Seuldah from the 
junction of St. James street with Bow 
Bazar street. He had been writing a 
letter ivhieh lie was anxious to post, 
and set out to post It himself. It 
wanted a few minutes to seven as 
he stepped out of his door and walk- 
ed away to the north In the direction 
of Bow Bazar street. His assassins, 
who must have been lurking about, 
with llrearms concealed under their 
garments, followed him quickly, and 
overtook him at the crossing of Ser- 
pentine lane and Keranl Bugan lane. 
Ostensibly the two men (the evidence 
of some of tho people of the locality- 
Is that there were three) were or- 
dinary pedestrians who wore walking 
faster than Bannerjl, and no one. gave 
them more than a passing glance till 
afterwards. As they came, abreast of 
the deceased, one of the miscreants 
fired a revolver at close range point 
blank into his right side just below 
the armpit, the bullet passing right 
through the body and coming out on 
tho left side. As the unfortunate man 
dropped to the ground several shots 
were fired at him. Leaving their vic- 
tim weltering In his blood, the men 
turned to the west and ran down Ser- 
pentine lane, and that Is the last ft at 
anyone saw of them. 

The deceased had received one 
wound at the back of his bead, one In 
the middle of Ids back, and one on 
each shoulder, in fact, his back was 
simply riddled with bullet wounds, 
while he had also received a shot in 
the left hip. All the shots, with the 
exception of the last-named, had been 
tired at him from behind, and at such 
close quarters that the clothes ho was 
wearing were singed. The first shot 
was lired before he got to the corner 
of a blind gully, and this was evi- 
dently aimed from a considerable dis- 
tance. After he had gone a few paces 
further he suddenly collapsed. 

Many Shots Fired 

Then more shots were fired — some 
accounts say three and others four and 
live— in quick succession. The sound 
of the shots quickly brought a crowd 
of people to the place, and just beforo 
the spark of life dickered out Nundo 
Lull was heard to say, "Infirm my 
brother at 102 Serpentine lane." Be- 
fore the people arrived, however, the 
assassins — for it Is certain there were 
more than one— had disappeared as 
completely as if the earth had swal- 
lowed them. The only man who ad- 
mits that he was an eye-wltpiss of 
the crime Is an old bootmaker, who 
lives nearly opposite where the mur- 
dered man fell. He was washing his 
cooking utensils when the llrst shot 
was fired, and on coming to tho door 
to see what had happened, saw three 
men close to the sitting figure, and 
beard and saw several more shots 
fired. He was naturally much excited 
und confused, and could not give any 
description of the murderers, except 
that they were Bengalis. It is worthy 
of note that in tho locality aro sever- 
al native gymnasiums or schools-of- 
arms. 

Inspector Bannerjl had no doubt 
been "marked down" by the conspira- 
tors on account of the part he played 
in the discovery of Dhlnlsh Roy, tho 
Muzafferpur murderer. Dhlnlsh Roy 
went across country, and finally took 
rail for Mokamah Station, on the East 
Indian Railway. On the way he was 
met and drawn into conversation with 
Iho young Bengali inspector of police, 
who was the nephew of Babu Shlb 
(.'bunder Bannerjl, the veteran Govern- 
ment pleader of Muzafferpur, to whom 
he had been paying a visit. The offi- 
cer asked Roy certain questions, and 
not being satisfied with the answers 
given became suspicious, and at fine 
of the stations wired back to Muzaf-

ferpur stating his suspicions and ask- 
ing for instructions. These camo in 
due course, and at Mokamah he de- 
cided on his coup. But this was only 
partially successful, for Roy, to escape 
capture, shot himself dead, almost in 
the arms of the two constables who 
were endeavoring to arrest him. 

His Work 
• Inspector Bannerjl received a money- 
reward and was shortly afterwards 
transferred on promotion from the 
Bengal Police to the Bengal Criminal 
Investigation Department, and finally 
found himself in Calcutta. Indeed, 
he later gave evidence at the All pore 
magistrate's court in tho trial of the 
bomb conspiracy ease, to Identify the 
photograph of tho suicide Roy, and 
was to have been a witness in tho 
sessions trial at Allpore. Meanwhile, 
however, he had been transferred back 
to tho Muzafferpur district, and was 
actually to have left on the night of 
his murder. 

Khudiram Bose, who murdered two 
English ladies at Muzafferpore, still 
commands enormous Influence among 
tho Bengali youth. During a recent 
festival a remarkable proceeding was 
Witnessed In Beldon street, when a 
number of boys were seen singing and 
marching, carrying Kudhlram's por- 
trait covered with garlands and flags. 
Booklets containing his portrait and a 
stirring song were distributed, the song 
translated runs somewhat thus: 

The fearless martyr went to work 

Without a trace of dread, 
Willi the burden of his duty 

Ilestlng on his head. 

In tho name of Mother dear 
He plunged in horrid strife, 

And hailed with a hero's grace 
The sentence on his life! 

Then the world shuddered at 

A sacrifice so meet. 
And red, red bloomed the lotuses 

At the Mother's feet! 

The Government Advocate has (lied 
a complaint in the Court of the Dis- 
trict Magistrate', Allahabad, charging 
Babu Ram, Harl, editor,, printer and 
publisher of' "SwaVJya/' with sedition 
In respect of two articles, entitled re- 
spectively "Bomb and Boycott" and 
"The Tyrant, a Political Ode," which 
appeared in that paper. A warrant 
was Issued for the accused's arrest. 
Sbantl Narayan, a former editor of 
this vernacular paper, Is at present 
undergoing a sentence of three and a 
half years' rigorous imprisonment on 
two charges of sedition. 

Swadeshi Movement 

Since the Inauguration of tho Swa- 
deshi movement of the Hindu and Mos- 
lem leaders of Calcutta have held Hin- 
du and Moslem social gatherings on the 
Id day, the great Mohammedan festi- 
\ el. This year an Id reunion was 
held in the house of Lieut.- Colonel 
Mukherji, I.M.S., (retired), at 5G Mir- 
zapur street. Dr. Mukherji Is the 
eldest son-in-law of Mr. Surendranath 
Banerjl, and this year he came forward 
and offered his spacious courtyard to 
be used as the meeting-place. Invi- 
tations to the gathering were issued in 
the names of Abdur Rasul, Abdul Hal- 
1m Gaznavi, barrister-at-law, and Ba- 
bu Krishna Kumar MJtter, editor of 
the "Sanji'oanl." A large number of 
leading Hindus and Moslems met on 
this occasion. Near by Is a strong- 
hold of anti-Hindu Moslems, and some 
Moslem gentlemen tried to dissuade 
others from joining the meeting. This 
attempt was, however, fruitless. Babu 
Nltyannanda Shaha, who Is a small 
cause court pleader and a noted gym- 
nast and trapezlst, came with his g\m- 
nastlc and concert parties, and cntir- 
talned the large audience with music 
and gymnastic and balancing feats. 
National songs were put on two of 
Mr. Gaznavl's gramophones. Dr. Abdul 
Gaffur distributed Nurjahan attar and 
rosewatcr, and biri (indigenous cigar- 
ettes) and betel were supplied by Mr. 
Mukherji himself. 

Moulvi Abdul Hossaln said they had 
met there to do good to the country, 
and not to light with anybody. If they 
fought at all they would not light 
with physical weapons; their fight 
would be a religious and bloodless 
tight. Passive resistance was their 
only weapon. He told his hearers that 
he used to wear Austrian fezzes, but 
had now discarded them for Swadeshi 
caps, and further said that by the or- 
der of the Caliph (Sultan) of Constan- 
tinople, and by the united voice of 
the Turks, fezzes and enamelled arti- 
cles had been boycotted by all M(S- 
lems because they were made in Aus- 
tria, the people of which country were 
trying to harass the Turks. All true 
Moslems, the speaker continued, should 
If they had any respect for the Cal- 
iph, strictly boycott the fezzes and 
enamelled goods they formerly bought 
to wear. A Moslem gentleman In the 
crowd at once threw down his fez, and 
shouted ovit that he would never again 
touch an Austrian cap or Austrian en- 
amelled wares. Other Moslems, who 
had fezzes, at once followed his ex- 
ample. The speaker, continuing, said 
If the Moslems boycotted fezzes and 
enamelled wares and used Indian caps 
and other Indian-made goods a large 
sum of money -would remain in tho 
country. 

The speakers all declared that the 
movement in India aimed at developing 
self-government, and not a change of 
foreign masters, not even Japan. They 
wanted India for the Indians.

tors comes, however, Into play in the 
case of artillery, which not only fires 
live times faster and three times fur- 
ther than it did In 1870, but Is also, 
from its trajectory, twice as likely as 
It was at that date to lilt a rapidly 
advancing or retiring target. The 
surest and best ally of cavalry is pan- 
ic; cavalry or infantry are liable to 
panic; guns, practically speaking, are 
not. If cavalry or infantry are broken 
by cavalry the victors may hope to 
kill or capture their defeated oppon- 
ents In large numbers. If batteries 
are ridden Into it is only under excep- 
tional conditions, such as those which 
may rise during a pursuit, that the 
capture can be mude good. The driv- 
ers gallop away; the gunners gel un- 
der their guns, whence it will take 
some time to extricate them even with 
the new long sword. Altogether then, 
the general commanding-in-chlef has 
no hesitation in directing his cavalry 
that they will generally be playing 
the enemy's game by making their 
main attack upon the guns, and that, 
nine times out of ten, they will be well 
advised, if they fight shy of batteries 
in action unless an opportunity can be 
found of charging from a direction 
which affords them no Held of lire, or 
of attacking them with their natural 
and most deadly enemy — tho bullet. 

From time immemorial, concealment 
and secrecy have been Insisted upon 
by military leaders, but since the days 
when bows were superseded by musk- 
ets these factors have inner been so 
vital as now, when smokeless powder 
enables a rifleman to fire and yet 
remain as invisible as the archers of 
olden days. One week of contact with 
the enemy In war would suffice to con- 
vince the youngest soldier In the 
Southern Command how vital was the 
element of concealment. But in that 
week national disaster may occur in 
consequence of a simple want of imag- 
ination on the part of men who seem 
unable to realize a fact fully unless 
it is set down before their very eyes 
in letters of blood. 

There has been no slacking off in 
the special attention which has been 
devoted to night operations during the 
past three years. At the commence- 
ment of the Manchurlan war the Jap- 
anese were more German than the 
Germans in their dislike of extended 
llrlng lines and their prejudice against 
night attacks. They have nothing to 
teach us In the matter of extensions 
but when we see how they were forced 
by modern war conditions to under- 
take night attacks and night ap- 
proaches to the enemy's position more 
and more, and on a larger and larger 
scale, as the war went on, then there 
can be but little doubt as to the urgent 
necessity for perfecting all our 
methods for working in the hours of 
darkness. 
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The Cavalry Attack. 

In his report and criticism on the 
training of the troops In the Southern 
Command, General Sir Ian Hamilton 
makes some Interesting observations, 
especially on the controversial subject 
iof cavalry attacking guns and rifle 
fire. The general says that he noticed 
that guns in action acted upon the 
cavalry opposed to them as magnets 
act upon steel, drawing upon them- 
selves time after time the brunt of 
the mount attack. Without for a 
moment touching the controversial 
question of cavalry being capable or 
Incapable of "getting home" against 
modern firearms, it will be admitted 
on all slden that they will do well, 
whenever they have an optictn, to 
choose the lesser of the two cvJIs and 
not the greater. Now although the 
modern rifle may be taken for gen- 
eral purposes to be several times as 
effective as It was in 1870, still, when 
the increased resisting power of In- 
fantry against cavalry shock tactics 
is brought under discussion there are 
several saving clauses which must be 
placed on the other .side of the bal- 
ance. Thus, taking first the rifle it- 
self, there Is good reason to believe 
that the present .303 bullet, with its 
complete cupro-nlckol envelope, Is less 
cai>able of stopping n horse than tho 
.577 or .460 leaden bullet which pre- 
ceded It. Again, it is unquestionable 
that, since tho days of the Franco- 
i Prussian War Infantry have been 
' forced by other consideration to weak- 
en their "powers of resistance to shock 
and to run some serious risks In re- 
spect to the danger of a charge. Fir- 
ing lines, for instance, are much less 
in hand than formerly; extensions are 
Infinitely wider, and, the depths of 
formations being also greater, formed 
supports are usually considerably fur- 
ther from the front than they used to 
be.
